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FOOD  GRAINS  DROP  BUT  FEED  GRAINS  ADVANCE 

Wheat  and  rye  lost  ground  but  feed  grains  and  oilseeds  advanced  at  cash  grain  markets 
during  the  holiday-shortened  week  ended  July  3>  the  USDA  reported.  Weather  and  crop 
prospects  were  major  influencing  factors. 

Winter  wheat  prices  fluctuated  throughout  the  week.  Additional  rains  delayed  har¬ 
vesting  and  the  market  advanced  one  day,  but  new-crop  receipts  increased  and  prices 
dropped  the  next  day.  At  the  close,  winter  wheat  was  8-21^  per  bushel  lower  at 
Kansas  City,  6^  lower  at  Fort  Worth  and  unchanged  to  2/  lower  at  Chicago.  Spring 
wheat  met  a  "wait  and  see"  attitude  on  the  part  of  buyers  and  finished  5-6^  lower 
but  Durum  wheat  closed  3^  higher  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  was  steady  to  about 
2i  lower  at  Portland.  Rye  lost  5^  at  Minneapolis  under  pressure  from  heavy  offer¬ 
ings  and  nearness  of  the  new  crop. 

Feed  grains  generally  were  in  light  supply  and  fairly  good  demand.  Com  figured 
about  1^  per  bushel  higher,  with  primary  receipts  about  a  fourth  smaller  than  the 
week  before.  Oats  advanced  1-3^  at  Kansas  City  and  5^  at  Minneapolis,  with  receipts 
about  a  third  smaller.  Barley  advanced  6^  at  Kansas  City  but  was  mostly  unchanged 
at  Minneapolis.  Grain  sorghums  lost  5^  per  cwt.  at  Fort  Worth  as  harvesting  got 
under  way  in  the  Texas  Coastal  Bend  area,  but  limited  supplies  sold  1-2^  higher  at 
Kansas  City. 

Oilseeds  followed  the  upward  trend,  with  soybeans  up  2^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis 
and  3^  at  Chicago.  Flaxseed  gained  3^  at  Minneapolis. 
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WHEAT  PRICE  SUPPORT:  The  national  average  support  price  for  1957-crop  wheat  will 
be  $2.00  per  bushel,  unchanged  from  support  for  1957  wheat  crop  announced  on  July  2, 
1956.  Redetermination  of  support  rate  on  the  basis  of  wheat  parity  price  at  the 
beginning  of  the  marketing  year  (July  1,  1957)  and  wheat  supply  relationships  of 
the  same  date  indicated  no  change  in  the  previously-announced  rate.  Minimum  1957 
terminal  and  county  wheat  price  support  rates  announced  May  16  remain  in  effect  for 
thi s  year ' s  crop . 

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  procurement 
authorizations  on  June  28  in  the  amount  of  $187,000  to  Greece  for  corn,  $234*000  to 
Spain  for  corn,  $2,057,000  to  India  for  wheat,  $250,000  to  Cambodia  for  flour,  and 
$16,000  to  Germany  for  wheat. 

IMPORTS  of  wheat  from  Canada  for  the  week  ended  June  26  totaled  86,000  bushels  for 
domestic  use.  Canadian  grains, in  bushels,  shipped  to  the  United  States  during  the 
same  period  were  oats  541*000,  barley  3*000,  and  rye  124*000. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in -Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  July  3*  1957,  totaled 
13,411,912  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  program  September 
4,  1956,  to  361,093*604  bushels.  Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  wheat  flour  for  export 
under  GR-346  totaled  59,990  bushels  in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  program,  November  15,  1956,  to  21,072,870 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

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GRAINS  BRING  MIXED  PRICES 
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SUMMARY 

AND 

STATISTICS 

July  12,  1957 


A  mixed  price  trend  ruled  cash  grain  markets  during  the  week  ended  July  11. 

Trading  continued  draggy  and  prices  fluctuated  from  day  to  day,  with  harvesting 
progress  and  crop  prospects  the  major  market  factors. 

Winter  wheat  closed  2-6^  per  bushel  lower  at  Kansas  City,  but  was  lft  higher  at 
Fort  Worth  and  St.  Louis  and  steady  to  2ft  higher  at  Chicago.  Spring  wheat  was 
2ft  higher  on  ordinary  protein  but  1  ft  lower  on  15  percent  protein  at  Minneapolis, 
while  Durum  wheat  held  steady.  White  wheat  was  2 -3ft  lower  at  Portland.  Rye  ad¬ 
vanced  7 -8ft  at  Minneapolis,  reflecting  limited  offerings  and  higher  futures  prices. 

Com  was  irregular,  finishing  1  ft  per  bushel  higher  at  Omaha  and  St.  Louis,  steady 
at  Kansas  City,  lower  at  Minneapolis,  and  2^  lower  at  Chicago.  Oats  dropped 
1  -3ft  at  Kansas  City  and  4 ft  at  Minneapolis,  but  feed  barley  sold  steady  to  3ft 
\lgher  at  Kansas  City  and  Minneapolis.  Malting  barley  was  unchanged  to  2 ft  lower. 
Grain  sorghums  were  mostly  steady  at  Fort  Worth  and  Kansas  City.  Soybeans  chalked 
up  a  gain  of  2 ft  per  bushel  at ‘Minneapolis  and  4^  at  Chicago,  while  flaxseed  re¬ 
mained  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 
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WHEAT  EXPORTS:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  for  the  season  ended 
June  30  ware  the  largest  of  record  and  totaled  473  million  bushels.  This  compares 
with  281  million  for  the  1935-56  season  and  420  million  the  previous  record  in  1951-52. 
Of  the  473  million  inspected  for  export,  123  million  went  from  the  Atlantic  Coast, 

148  million  from  the  Gulf,  and  202  million  from  the  Pacific  Coast.  Exports  of  White 
wheat  at  175  million  bushels  last  season  were  100  million  above  the  previous  season. 
Exports  of  Hard  Red  Winter  totaled  182  million,  an  increase  of  70  million.  Soft  Red 
Winter  wheat  exports  decreased  by  15  million  reflecting  smaller  supplies  and  totaled 
nearly  50  million  bushels.  Exports  of  Hard  Red  Spring  wheat  increased  by  3  million 
to  a  total  of  26  million.  Reflecting  larger  supplies,  durum  wheat  exports  totaled 
10.6  million  this  season  as  against  5.8  million  last  season.  Of  the  inspected  exports 
nearly  70  million  went  to  India  of  which  64  million  bushels  were  White  wheat  and  the 
balance  Hard  Red  Winter.  Over  4 8  million  were  shipped  to  Japan  of  which  37  million 
were  White,  9  million  Hard  Red  Winter,  and  2  million  Hard  Red  Spring.  The  United  King¬ 
dom  took  37  million  of  which  nearly  28  million  were  Hard  Red  Winter,  3  million  Soft 
Red  Winter  and  2  million  Hard  Red  Spring.  Of  the  36  million  shipped  to  Yugoslavia 
nearly  17  million  were  Soft  Red  Winter,  10  million  Hard  Red  Winter,  4  million  White, 
and  the  balance  mixed.  Germany  took  31  million  of  which  24  million  were  Hard  Red  * 

Winter,  4  million  Soft  Red  Winter  and  2  million  Hard  Red  Spring.  Holland  took  27 
million  of  which  over  10  million  were  Soft  Red  Winter,  5  million  each  of  Hard  Red 
Winter  and  Hard  Red  Spring,  4  million  White  and  about  2  million  bushels  Durum  wheat. 
France  took  nearly  31  million  of  which  12  million  were  mixed,  13  million  White,  4 
million  Soft  Red  Winter,  1  million  Hard  Red  Winter  and  around  l/2  million  Durum  wheat. 
Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  on  the  basis  of  official  Census  data  for  July  through  May 
plus  an  estimate  for  June  total  around  535  million  bushels.  This  is  the  largest  of 
record  and  compares  with  346  million  in  1955-56  and  503  million  the  previous  record  0 
in  1948-49.  V 

CROP  REPORT:  July  1  prospects  indicate  a  record  1957  barley  crop  and  record  soybean 
and  grain  sorghum  acreages  but  the  smallest  corn  crop  since  1951,  according  to  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.  Production  of  all  wheat  was  forecast  at  940  million  bushels, 

31  million  less  than  the  month  before,  6  percent  less  than  1956  and  17  percent  below 
the  1946-55  average.  Wintep  wheat  production,  at  715  million  bushels,  is  expected  to 
be  20  million  below  last  year  -  spring  wheat,  at  225  million  bushels,  37  million  under 
a  year  ago  -  Durum  wheat,  at  40  million  bushels,  0.2  million  more  than  the  previous 
year .  Forecast  of  slightly  more  them  a  3  billion  bushel  com  crop  was  not  only  the 
smallest  since  1951,  but  also  was  13  percent  less  than  last  year  and  3  percent  below 
average.  Prospects  for  a  record  barley  crop  of  439  million  bushels  were  18  percent 
above  1956  production  and  51  percent  above  the  10-year  average.  Oats  production  is 
expected  to  total  nearly  1.4  pillion  bushels,  19  percent  more  than  last  year1®  short 
crop  and  4  percent  above  average.  Rye  production,  forecast  at  26.5  million  bushels, 
is  expected  torun  23  percent  above  the  previous  year  and  20  percent  above  average. 
Estimate  of  a  47.4  million  bushel  flaxseed  crop  was  only  3  percent  below  last  year 
but  nearly  a  fourth  larger  than  average.  Record  plantings  of  22.6  million  acres  of 
soybeans  and  27.1  million  acres  of  grain  sorghums  were  forecast  for  1957. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC  under 
the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  July  ll  totaled  2,633,426  bushels, 
bringing  the  total  for  the  crop  year  1957-58  to  9,320,895  bushels/  Sales  from  the 
beginning  of  the  program  September  4,  1956  through  July  3,  1957  totaled  361,093,604 
bushels.  Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  wheat  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled 
910,856  bushels  in  grain  equivalent  for  the  week  ending  July  11,  bringing  the  total  j 
for  the  crop  year  1957-58  to  1,207,606  bushels.  From  the  beginning  of  the  program 

November  15,  1956  through  July  3,  1957  sales  totaled  20,361,515  bushels  in  grain 
equivalent .

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MIXED  TREND  RULES  GRAIN  MARKET 

Cash  grain  prices  showed  a  mixed  trend  for  the  week  ended  July  18.  Offerings 
of  most  grains  were  lighter  and  demand  picked  up. 

Although  primary  receipts  uf  wheat  increased,  cash  offerings  were  light  and  both 
domestic  and  export  demand  were  fairly  good.  Winter  wheat  advanced  3-4^  per 
bushel  at  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  but  lost  1-2^  at  Kansas  City  and  1^  at  Fort  Worth. 
Spring  wheat  went  up  5-8^  and  Durum  wheat  gained  1^  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat, 
changing  largely  to  a  new  crop  basis,  closed  1^  higher  to  2^  lower  at  Portland. 

Rye  finished  2^  lower  in  dull  trading  at  Minneapolis. 

Good  demand  and  light  receipts  saw  com  gain  5^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  4^  at 
Chicago  and  at  Kansas  City.  Oats,  weakened  by  harvest  pressure  and  better 
quality  and  yield  reports,  lost  3^  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City.  Barley  ranged  from 
2^  higher  to  20  lower  in  limited  trading.  Milo  went  down  30  per  cwt.  at  Fort  Worth 
as  harvesting  gained  momentum  but  advanced  60  on  short  supplies  at  Kansas  City. 

Late  harvest,  heavy  exports  and  firmer  oil  and  meal  prices  boosted  soybeans  80  per 
bushel  at  Chicago  and  30  at  Minneapolis.  Flaxseed  was  steady  at  Minneapolis.

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CORN  UNDER  SUPPORT:  Farmers  put  nearly  4 75.8  million  bushels  of  1956-crop 

com  under  support  this  season,  compared  with  420.3  million  bushels  from  the  1955 
crop  and  the  record  550.9  million  bushels  from  the  194 6  crop.  Of  the  amount  placed 
under  support  this  season,  368.3  million  bushels  were  farm-stored,  11.8  million 
bushels  warehouse -stored,  and  75.7  million  bushels  under  purchase  agreements.  About 
one-fifth  of  the  1956-crop  corn  put  under  support  continues  to  be  corn  grown  on 
farms  not  under  acreage  controls.  This  corn,  which  goes  under  support  at  a  $1.25 
average  rate  per  bushel,  totaled  99.4  million  bushels  through  June  15.  The  maturity 
date  for  1956-crop  corn  price-support  loans  is  July  31.  Only  about  7.8  million 
bushels  of  1956-crop  corn  put  under  support  had  been  delivered  through  June  15.  In 
addition  to  the  467.9  million  bushels  from  the  1956  crop  still  under  support,  71.8 
million  bushels  of  1955-crop  corn  were  under  reseal  and  24.9  million  bushels  of 
1954-crop  and  16.0  million  bushels  of  1953-crop  com  were  under  extended  reseal. 
Total  com  now  under  support  is  about  581  million  bushels. 

PAYMENT -IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  July  18  totaled  2,510,674 
bushels,  bringing  the  total  July  1,  1957,  to  11,831,569  bushels.  Commercial  sales 
of  non-IWA  wheat  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  632,940  bushels  in  grain 
equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  program, 
November  15,  1956,  to  1,846,546  bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Soybeans  inspected  during  June  totaled  nearly  18.6  million 
bushels — about  10  percent  more  than  the  previous  month  and  68  percent  more  than  a 
year  earlier.  June  inspections  were  the  second  largest  since  1942,  being  exceeded 
only  by  the  20.7  million  bushels  inspected  in  June  1955.  Of  the  18.6  million 
bushels  inspected  in  June,  65  percent  graded  No.  2  or  better — the  highest  percent¬ 
age  for  any  month  of  the  crop  year.

Most  cash  grain  prices  turned  lower  during  the  week  ended  July  25.  Current  winter 
wheat  prices  were  below  effective  support  at  midwest  markets  and  many  farmers  put 
their  wheat  under  loan. 

Winter  wheat  lost  2<J,  per  bushel  at  Fort  Worth,  2-4^  at  Kansas  City,  4^  at  Chicago 
and  3-7^  at  St.  Louis.  Demand  was  generally  light  in  spite  of  smaller  primary 
receipts.  Spring  wheat  dropped  2-bft  at  Minneapolis,  but  Durum  wheat  went  up  1ft 
on  moderately  light  offerings.  White  wheat  found  good  mill  demand  and  prices  ad¬ 
vanced  2ft  at  Portland  as  country  offerings  remained  light  in  the  face  of  more 
active  harvesting.  Rye  tumbled  11^  at  Minneapolis,  influenced  by  the  approaching 
harvest  and  lower  wheat  prices. 

Corn  primary  receipts  increased  and  prices  went  down  1-2^  per  bushel  at  Kansas 
City  and  1  ft  at  Minneapolis  but  held  about  steady  at  Chicago  and  advanced  2^  at 
St.  Louis.  Oats  lost  1-2^,  with  receipts  a  third  larger  and  more  than  ample  for 
narrow  demand.  Barley  held  steady  at  Minneapolis  but  dropped  2-11^  on  increased 
offerings  at  Kansas  City,  with  most  loss  on  poorer  quality  supplies.  Grain  sorghums 
went  up  1  ft  per  cwt.  on  limited  offerings  at  Kansas  City  and  Fort  Worth. 

Despite  firmer  oil  and  meal  markets  and  good  processor  demand,  soybeans  lost  3<jt  per 
bushel  at  Minneapolis  and  7 ft  at  Chicago.  Flaxseed,  however,  gained  1ft  at  Minneapoli 
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Agriculture  -  Washington

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  transfer 
authorizations  on  June  28  to  Tunisia  for  3,353  metric  tons  of  wheat  flour  and  to 
Peru  for  15,000  metric  tons  of  wheat,  2,500  metric  tons  of  corn  and  22,500  metric 
tons  of  barley. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  July  25  totaled  4,729,539 
bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957,  to  16,561,108  bushels.  Commercial 
sales  of  non-IWA  wheat  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  855, 642  bushels  in 
grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the 
program,  November  15,  1956,  to  2,696,188  bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

GRAIN  STOCKS:  Stocks  of  corn  and  soybeans  in  all  positions  on  July  1  continued 
at  record  levels.  Corn  stocks  of  2  billion  bushels  and  soybean  stocks  of  87 
million  bushels  exceeded  the  previous  record  by  13  and  31  percent,  respectively. 
Stocks  of  feed  grains — corn,  oats  and  barley — add  to  a  total  of  nearly  62  million 
tons — the  largest  in  the  15  years  for  which  comparable  data  are  available.  Wheat 
stocks  of  905  million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  July  1  were  the  fourth 
largest  of  record  for  that  date  but  were  128  million  bushels  less  than  the  previous 
year  and  the  smallest  carryover  stocks  since  1953.  Stocks  of  6.6  million  bushels 
of  rye  on  July  1  were  the  smallest  carryover  since  1953.  Oats  stocks  of  238  million 
bushels  were  the  second  smallest  July  1  carryover  since  1950.  Barley  stored  in  all 
positions  July  1,  1957  totaled  128  million  bushels.

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MOST  GRAINS  UP  BUT  CORN  AND  SORGHUMS  DOWN 

Most  cash  grain  prices  went  up  but  com  and  grain  sorghums  lost  ground  during  the 
week  ended  August  1. 


Winter  wheat  advanced  1-3^  per  bushel  at  Chicago,  2-3^  at  Fort  Worth  and  2-4^  at 
Kansas  City,  reflecting  good  flour  mill  and  export  demand  for  smaller  offerings. 
However,  spring  wheat  was  off  2-4^  and  Durum  wheat  was  unchanged  to  2^  lower  under 
limited  demand  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  gained  1^  with  good  demand  for  small 
country  offerings  at  Portland.  Rye  scored  a  4^  advance  in  the  face  of  larger 
receipts  at  Minneapolis. 


Com  ranged  from  2-5^  per  bushel  lower  in  the  Midwest,  influenced  by  good  weather, 
favorable  moisture  conditions  and  heavier  receipts.  Oats  were  Itf  lower  at  Minne¬ 
apolis,  !</,  lower  to  Itf,  higher  at  Kansas  City  and  ljZf  higher  at  Chicago.  Barley 
was  generally  unchanged.  Grain  sorghums  dropped  !</,  per  cwt.  at  Fort  Worth  and  2^ 
at  Kansas  City  as  harvesting  gained  momentum  and  demand  slacked  off.

No.  5  or  grade  No.  5  garlicky  barley  on  July  26.  This  action  will  afford  greater 
price-support  protection  to  producers  for  this  year's  barley  crop,  which  has  a 
larger  than  normal  proportion  of  lower  grades  because  of  unfavorable  weather  con¬ 
ditions  during  harvest  in  producing  areas.

WHEAT:  Carryover  stocks  of  wheat,  at  905  million  bushels,  were  128  million  less 
than  a  year  ago.  This  is  the  first  year  since  1952  that  carryover  stocks  have  been 
substantially  below  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  stocks,  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  owned  83O  million  bushels,  a  drop  of  130  million  from  a  year  ago.  The 
1957  wheat  crop  was  estimated  at  940  million  bushels  on  the  basis  of  July  1  condi¬ 
tions.  This  compares  with  the  1956  crop  of  997  million  and  the  10-year  average  of 
1,131  million.  Based  on  the  July  1  estimated  production  and  the  carryover,  domestic 
supplies  for  1957-58  total  1,845  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  2,031  million 
the  record  for  1956-57  and  1, 565  mil  lion  the  10-year  average.  Exports  of  wheat  and 
flour  in  grain  equivalent  totaled  535  million  bushels,  the  largest  of  record.  This 
compares  with  346  million  in  1955-56  and  503  million  the  previous  record  in  1948-49. 
Exports  of  flour  in  grain  equivalent  increased  by  nearly  20  million  and  totaled 
about  70  million  bushels.  Winter  wheat  prices  in  July  averaged  5-8^  per  bushel 
above  a  year  ago  while  spring  wheat  prices  averaged  about  5^  lower. 

RYE:  Stocks  of  rye  on  July  1  totaled  6.6  million  bushels  -  the  smallest  in  4  years. 
The  1957  crop  was  estimated  on  July  1  at  26.5  million  bushels  -  23  percent  more  than 
last  year  and  20  percent  above  average.  Imports  of  rye  were  limited  to  3.3  million 
bushels  each  for  the  1957-58  and.  1958-59  seasons  by  Presidential  proclamation.  Most 
of  this  season's  quota  was  filled  in  July.  Adding  these  imports  to  the  July  esti¬ 
mate  of  production  and  the  carryover,  supplies  for  1957-58  total  36.4  million  com¬ 
pared  with  4l.6  million  last  season.  With  exports  the  largest  since  1928,  disappear¬ 
ance  last  season  at  35*0  million  was  2.8  million  above  the  previous  season  and  10. 3 
million  above  the  average.  Exports  totaled  10. 5  million  as  against  7*0  million  in 
1955-56.  Rye  at  the  farm  averaged  $1.06  per  bushel  this  July  compared  with  $1.09 
in  July  1956. 

CORN:  Stocks  of  com  in  all  positions  on  July  1  amounted  to  1,963  million  bushels. 
This  is  221  million  more  than  on  July  1,  1956,  and  361  million  more  than  on  July  1, 
1955*  Of  the  total  July  1  stocks,  CCC  owned  798  million  bushels.  In  addition, 
around  580  million  bushels  were  under  price  support.  A  com  crop  of  slightly  over 
3  billion  bushels  was  indicated  by  conditions  at  the  first  of  July.  If  realized, 
this  would  be  the  smallest  since  1951  and  compares  with  3*451  million  produced  in 
1956  and  3,120  million  the  10-year  average.  Disappearance  of  com  the  first  9  months 
totaled  2,285  million  bushels  -  the  heaviest  in  5  years.  Exports  of  com  totaled 
nearly  IP?  million  bushels  the  first  9  months  as  against  88  million  the  same  months 
last  season.  No.  2  Yellow  com  at  Chicago  averaged  $1.35  per  bushel  this  July  com¬ 
pared  with  $1.58  a  year  earlier. 

OATS:  Carryover  stocks  of  oats  were  the  second  smallest  since  1950  and  totaled  238 
million  as  against  347  million  the  record  of  a  year  ago.  Of  the  total  stocks,  CCC 
owned  27  million  bushels  as  against  59  million  a  year  earlier.  The  1957  crop  was 
estimated  at  1,374  million  bushels.  If  realized,  this  would  be  19  percent  above 
last  year's  short  crop  and  4  percent  above  average.  Based  on  July  estimates,  domes¬ 
tic  supplies  of  oats  for  1957-58  total  1,613  million  bushels.  This  compares  with 
1,500  million  for  1956-57  and  1,806  million  the  record  for  1955-56.  Disappearance 
of  oats  last  season  totaled  1,278  million  bushels  compared  with  1,462  million  in 
1955-56  and  1,318  million  the  5-year  average.  Exports  of  around  24  million  bushels 
were  somewhat  below  the  previous  season  but  with  that  exception  the  largest  of 
record.  No.  2  White  oats  at  Minneapolis  averaged  64^  per  bushel  this  July  compared 
with  69^  in  July  1956. 
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BARLEY:  Stocks  of  barley  on  July  1,  at  128  million  bushels,  were  11  million  above 
last  year  but  3  million  below  the  record  on  July  1,  1955*  Of  the  total  stocks  this 
July,  CCC  owned  73  million  bushels  as  against  60  million  a  year  earlier.  A  crop  of 
439  million  bushels  was  forecast  for  the  current  crop,  based  on  July  1  conditions. 
This  is  18  percent  more  than  last  year’s  crop  of  372  million  and  51  percent  above 
the  10-year  average.  Domestic  supplies  of  barley  for  1957-58  total  568  million 
bushels  compared  with  490  million  for  1956-57  and  532  million  the  previous  record 
for  1955-56.  Imports  of  barley  last  season  totaled  24  million  bushels,  2  million 
below  imports  for  1955-56.  Disappearance  of  barley  at  385  million  bushels  was  56 
million  below  the  record  for  1955-56  but  91  million  above  the  5-year  average.  The 
smaller  disappearance  was  due  to  a  drop  of  4l  million  from  the  98  million  exported 
in  1955-56.  The  quantity  of  barley  fed  at  211  million  bushels  compares  with  226 
million  the  previous  season  and  149  million  the  5-year  average.  Barley  prices  at 
the  farm  averaged  85^  per  bushel  this  July  compared  with  95^  a  year  earlier. 

GRAIN  SORGHUMS:  Stocks  of  grain  sorghums  in  all  positions  on  July  1  totaled  55*4 
million  cwt.,  compared  with  66.0  million  a  year  earlier.  No  estimate  of  production 
will  be  made  until  August  9  but  the  acreage  for  harvest  for  all  purposes  is  49  per¬ 
cent  more  than  last  year  and  23  percent  above  the  previous  record  high  in  1955* 
Disappearance,  October-June,  totaled  105  million  cwt.,  about  7  million  cwt,  below 
the  same  period  last  season.  Exports  for  the  first  9  months  of  the  season  totaled 
7.5  million  cwt.  as  against  28.1  million  the  same  months  last  season.  Prices  re¬ 
ceived  by  farmers  for  grain  sorghums  averaged  $1.72  per  cwt.  in  July  compared  with 
$2.07  a  year  earlier. 

SOYBEANS:  Stocks  on  July  1  were  the  largest  of  record  and  totaled  87.3  million 
bushels  compered  with  64.3  million  a  year  earlier.  A  record  of  244  million  bushels 
of  soybeans  were  crushed  the  first  9  months  of  the  season.  This  compared  with  221 
million  the  same  months  last  season.  Exports  of  soybeans  were  also  a  record  with 
68.3  million  exported  October-June  this  season  as  against  59*2  million  last  season. 
Soybean  exports  by  country  of  destination  in  million  bushels  with  comparable  figures 
for  a  year  ago  in  parentheses  were  as  follows:  Canada  8.8  (7.2);  Denmark  4.1  (4.1); 
Netherland  11.4  (8.0);  Germany  12.6  (11. 3);  Japan  17*8  (l8.l);  and  smaller  amounts 
to  other  countries.  Farm  prices  averaged  $2.24  per  bushel  this  July  compared  with 
$2.47  a  year  earlier. 

FLAXSEED:  Carryover  stocks  of  19.6  million  bushels  were  the  largest  of  record  and 
compare  with  4.1  million  a  year  ago  and  12.8  million  the  average.  Of  the  total 
carryover  stocks,  CCC  owned  14.7  million  bushels  this  year  as  against  only  a  man.1 1 
quantity  last  year.  The  1957  crop  was  forecast  at  47.4  million  bushels,  3  percent 
less  than  in  1956  but  nearly  a  fourth  larger  than  the  10-year  average.  Based  on 
July  1  conditions,  domestic  supplies  for  1957-58  total  66.9  million  bushels  as 
against  52.9  million  for  1956-57*  Only  26.2  million  bushels  of  flaxseed  were  crushed 
for  oil  last  season  -  the  smallest  quantity  since  1952-53.  Exports  totaled  2.3  mil¬ 
lion  bushels  as  against  10.4  million  the  year  before.  No.  1  flaxseed  at  Minneapolis 
averaged  $3.05  per  bushel  in  July  compared  with  $3.33  in  July  1956.

August  9,  1957 


A  mixed  price  trend  ruled  cash  markets  during  the  week  ended  August  8.  Wheat  and 
grain  sorghums  were  down  sharply  but  most  other  grains  sold  higher.  Winter  wheat 
lost  2-5^  per  bushel  at  Kansas  City,  2^  at  Fort  Worth  and  1 /  at  Chicago.  Spring 
and  Durum  wheat  dropped  5-7^  at  Minneapolis.  In  contrast  to  last  week's  flurry, 
wheat  trading  slowed  as  flour  mills  apparently  filled  commitments  and  exporters  be¬ 
came  less  agressive.  White  wheat  was  down  3^  at  Portland,  reflecting  larger  offer¬ 
ings  and  slackening  demand.  Rye  advanced  6^  at  Minneapolis,  influenced  partly  by 
reports  of  crop  damage .  Com  went  up  3^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Toledo  and  1-2^ 
at  most  other  markets.  Demand  was  good  for  smaller  primary  receipts.  Also,  a 
possible  scarcity  of  -"free"  com  later  this  year  more  than  offset  favorable  crop 
prospects.  Oats  and  barley  prices  fluctuated  but  closed  about  unchanged  despite 
heavier  receipts.  Grain  sorghums  lost  9-10^  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City  and  1^  at  Fort 
Worth,  with  offerings  more  than  ample  for  demand.  Oilseeds  continued  to  rise.  Soy¬ 
beans  gained  3^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis,  reflecting  aggressive  bidding 
by  crushers.  Flaxseed  chalked  up  a  10^  gain  at  Minneapolis  due  to  small  "free" 
offerings  and  concern  over  crop  damage . 
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CCC  SOYBEANS  NEARLY  SOLD:  Sales  of  1956-crop  soybeans  taken  over  under  price 
support  have  been  virtually  completed,  with  only  scattered  odd  lots  in  farm  stor¬ 
age  remaining  to  be  delivered  by  producers  and  offered  for  sale  by  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation.  Approximately  24,123,320  bushels  of  1956-crop  takeover  soy¬ 
beans  have  been  sold  by  CCC  since  the  May  31  maturity  date  for  the  1956  soybean 
price-support  program.  Sales  were  made  from  the  24,941,300  bushels  of  soybeans  now 
estimated  to  have  been  taken  over  under  the  1956  support  program.  No  carryover 
stocks  of  soybeans  from  previous  crops  were  in  the  CCC  inventory  at  the  time  the 
sales  began  in  early  June. 

PRICE-SUPPORT  ACTIVITY:  Producers  put  6,511,397  bushels  of  1957-crop  wheat  under 
price  support  through  July  15.  Of  this,  6,415,503  bushels  were  warehouse -stored 
loans,  93,470  bushels  farm-stored  loans,  and  2,424  bushels  under  purchase  agree¬ 
ments.  Reports  through  July  15,  1957,  show  476,336,759  bushels  of  1956-crop  com 
put  under  support,  which  is  an  increase  of  620,065  bushels  from  a  month  earlier. 
Other  grains  under  price  support  through  July  15,  1957,  in  bushels  except  grain 
sorghums  in  cwt.,  with  1956-crop  price-support  totals  through  the  same  date  of 
1956  in  parentheses  follow:  Barley  2,384,786  (1,886,193);  flaxseed  7,705  (0); 
grain  sorghums  1,673,693  (1,975,410);  oats  5,142,506  (5,887,459);  and  rye  600 
(7,217). 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  August  8  totaled  2,681,532 
bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  24,059,229  bushels.  Commercial 
sales  of  non-IWA  wheat  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  438,516  bushels  in 
grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the 
program,  November  15,  1956,  to  3,551,688  bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

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WINTER  WHEAT  AND  BARLEY  HIGHER  BUT  OTHER  GRAINS  LOWER 


Cash  grain  prices  showed  a  mixed  price  trend  during  the  week  ended  August  15. 
Winter  wheat  prices  gained  2-4^  per  hushel  influenced  by  additional  mill  buying 
and  the  decrease  in  estimated  production  for  the  major  hard  and  soft  winter 
States.  No.  2  Hard  Red  Winter  was  quoted  at  $2.20  at  Chicago  and  $2.11-2.12  at 
Kansas  City.  No.  2  Soft  Red  Winter  was  quoted  at  $2.18  per  bushel  at  Chicago, 
$2.14-2.20  at  St.  Louis  and  $2.09-211  at  Kansas  City.  Spring  wheat  prices  were 
unchanged  to  lower  reflecting  increased  receipts.  No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring, 
ordinary  protein  was  unchanged  at  $2.23-2.26  at  Minneapolis,  but  the  higher  pro¬ 
tein  wheat  lost  1ft  and  No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring,  15$  protein  was  quoted  at 
$2.31-2.39  per  bushel.  Demand  for  Durum  was  less  active  and  prices  declined 

1- 2^.  White  wheat  lost  2-5^  at  Portland  reflecting  a  less  active  demand. 

Rye  declined  2ft  to  $1.25-1.29  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Corn  prices  declined 

2- 6^  per  bushel  at  the  principal  markets  reflecting  improved  crop  prospects,  good 
growing  conditions,  increased  receipts,  and  fairly  large  sales  by  CCC.  No.  2 
yellow  com  was  quoted  at  $1.34  at  Chicago  and  $1.37-1.39  at  Kansas  City.  Oats 
prices  were  1-2^  lower  at  most  markets  reflecting  a  less  active  demand  for  the 
decreased  offerings.  Barley  prices  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City.  Barley  re¬ 
ceipts  at  Minneapolis  were  only  nominal  for  this  time  of  year  and  influenced  by 
an  active  demand,  prices  advanced  2-10^  per  bushel  despite  prospects  of  a  record 
crop.  Grain  sorghums  dropped  2-4^  reflecting  the  record  crop  prospects  and  in¬ 
creased  offerings.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis  and  soybeans  1-4^ 
lower  at  the  principal  markets. 

PAXMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  August  15  totaled 
1,407,040  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  25,466,269  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  439,437  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to 
3,991,165  bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

CCC  sales  or  disposition  of  grains . . 

Durum  wheat  -  U.  S.  supply  and  distribution . 
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1957  CROP  PROSPECTS:  Production  of  all  wheat  was  estimated  at  915  million  bushels 
on  the  basis  of  August  1  conditions  -  a  drop  of  25  million  from  the  July  1  estimate. 
The  nearly  3.1  billion  bushel  corn  crop  is  near  average  although  a  tenth  less  than 
last  year.  A  record  crop  of  41 8  million  bushels  of  sorghum  grain  was  indicated. 

This  is  more  than  double  last  year's  crop.  The  oats  crop  of  1,361  million  bushels 
is  nearly  a  fifth  larger  than  last  year,  while  barley  production  at  432  million  is 
a  sixth  larger.  The  soybean  crop,  estimated  at  428  million  bushels,  is  6  percent 
below  last  year's  record. 

DURUM  WHEAT:  Supplies  of  durum  wheat  for  1957-58  currently  estimated  at  54  million 
bushels  are  7  million  above  last  season  and  the  largest  since  1951-52.  The  1957 
crop  was  estimated  at  39.3  million  bushels  on  the  basis  of  conditions  at  the  first 
of  August.  Carryover  stocks,  on  the  basis  of  incomplete  data,  are  estimated  at  15 
million  bushels  -  more  than  double  the  relatively  low  stocks  of  a  year  earlier. 
Disappearance  of  durum  wheat  last  season  totaled  32  million  bushels  as  against  less 
than  15  million  in  1955-56.  No.  2  Hard  Amber  Durum  averaged  $2.49  per  bushel  in 
July  compared  with  $2.61  a  year  earlier. 

CCC  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  totaled  20.3  million 
bushels  during  July  of  which  about  7  million  bushels  were  domestic  sales,  11.9  mil¬ 
lion  export,  and  1.2  million  international  barter.  The  bulk  of  the  export  sales 
were  redemptions  of  certificates  under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program.  CCC  sales  of 
corn  totaled  27.9  million  bushels  in  July  bringing  the  total  since  October  1  to 
263.6  million  bushels.  Of  the  sales  this  season,  around  113  million  were  domestic 
sales  and  51.3  million  deliveries  under  the  Emergency  Feed  Program.  Export  sales  of 
corn  totaled  71.2  million  and  international  barter  27.7  million  the  first  10  months 
of  the  season.  CCC  sales  of  barley  totaled  6.9  million  bushels  during  July  while 
sales  of  oats  totaled  3.5  million.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  SHOW  MIXED  TREND 


Cash  grain  prices  closed  with  a  mixed  trend  for  the  week  ended  August  22.  Soybeans 
and  rye  were  lower  and  corn  and  grain  sorghums  were  down  at  some  markets,  while 
wheat  and  oats  were  higher.  Barley  and  flaxseed  showed  little  change. 

Winter  wheat  generally  sold  steady  to  1^  per  bushel  higher,  with  trading  lacking 
any  major  stimulating  influences.  Primary  receipts  were  larger  but  demand  was 
mainly  restricted  to  good  milling  quality  wheat.  Spring  wheat,  however,  advanced 
2-4f^  at  Minneapolis  as  sharply  reduced  receipts  met  good  demand  from  mills  buy¬ 
ing  actively  to  cover  recent  flour  sales.  Durum  wheat  was  unchanged  to  1^  lower, 
although  mills  were  buying  against  fairly  large  recent  semolina  sales.  White 
wheat  went  up  2-3^  at  Portland,  influenced  by  continued  slow  marketings,  good  mill 
demand  and  better  export  inquiry.  However,  western  producers  were  putting  fairly 
large  quantities  of  wheat  under  loan  even  though  cash  prices  were  11-17^  per  bushel 
above  support.  Rye  lost  4^  at  Minneapolis,  reflecting  weaker  futures  prices  at 
Chicago  and  Winnipeg. 


Feed  grain  activity  saw  corn  hold  generally  steady  at  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and 
Minneapolis  but  lose  1ft  per  bushel  at  Toledo,  6^  at  Omaha  and  8-10tf  at  Kansas  City. 
Major  weakening  influences  were  reports  of  a  good  corn  crop  and  lack  of  export 
sales.  Oats,  on  the  other  hand,  found  better  demand  for  smaller  offerings  and 
prices  advanced  1-3^.  Barley  was  generally  unchanged  in  very  limited  trading. 
Grain  sorghums  held  steady  at  Fort  Worth  but  lost  3ft  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City 
as  offerings  increased  with  more  widespread  harvesting. 

The  oilseed  market  showed  a  drop  of  6^  per  bushel  on  soybeans  at  Chicago  and 
Minneapolis  and  4^  at  Illinois  country  points.  The  loss  reflected  optimistic 
reports  from  producing  areas  of  earlier  new-crop  supplies  than  had  been  antic¬ 
ipated  and  of  weakness  in  the  soybean  oil  market.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at 
Minneapolis. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in- Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  August  22  totaled  974,136 
bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  26,440,405  bushels.  Commercial 
sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  388,617  bushels  in  grain 
equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  4,379,782 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 
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CANADIAN  GRAIN  STOCKS:  Stocks  of  Canadian  wheat  in  all  positions  on  July  31  totaled 
723  million  bushels,  according  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  These  were  the 
largest  of  record  and  compare  with  580  million  a  year  earlier  and  619  million  the 
previous  high  on  July  31,  1954.  July  31  stocks  of  oats,  estimated  at  223  million 
bushels  were  87  percent  greater  than  last  year's  119  million  bushels  and  more  than 
double  the  10-year  average.  Barley  stocks,  at  141  million  were  up  27  percent  from 
the  111  million  held  in  1956  and  double  the  10-year  average.  Stocks  of  flaxseed  at 
7.3  million  bushels  were  well  above  both  last  year's  2.5  million  and  the  10-year 
average  of  3.3  million.  Rye  stocks,  estimated  at  14  million  were  down  8  percent 
from  last  year's  15  million. 

SOYBEANS:  Crushings  of  soybeans  for  oil  totaled  nearly  24  million  bushels  in  July, 
about  3.6  million  less  than  in  July  1956.  This  brought  the  total  since  October  1 
to  267.9  million  this  season  as  against  241.5  million  last  season.  Exports  at  75 
million  the  first  10  months  this  season  are  12  million  above  the  same  months  of 
1955-56.  Supplies  remaining  on  August  1  total  87  million  bushels  as  against  49 
million  a  year  earlier.  This  was  computed  on  the  basis  of  subtracting  crushings 
and  exports,  October-July,  and  farm  use  for  the  season,  from  estimated  supplies  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Included  in  these  supplies  are  12  million  bushels  of 
new  crop  soybeans  crushed  in  September  1956.  On  the  basis  of  present  prospects, 
the  1957  crop  will  not  be  harvested  as  early  as  last  year.  Stocks  of  soybeans  at 
processing  plants  totaled  18.6  million  bushels  on  July  31  as  against  26.5  million 
a  year  earlier. 

FLAXSEED:  Crushings  of  flaxseed  in  July  totaled  3.1  million  bushels.  These  were 
the  largest  in  recent  years  reflecting  large  purchases  of  Commodity  Credit  Corpora¬ 
tion  stocks.  Subtracting  July  crushings  and  exports  and  average  farm  use  from  pro¬ 
duction  and  July  1  stocks,  supplies  of  flaxseed  on  August  1  totaled  53.1  million 
this  year  as  against  47.2  million  last  year.  It  was  announced  on  August  16  that 
any  1957-crop  flaxseed  taken  over  under  the  price  support  program  will  be  offered 
for  crushing  on  a  domestic  price  basis  similar  to  that  followed  for  the  takeover  of 
the  195 6 -crop  this  year.

WHEAT,  CORN  AND  SORGHUMS  DROP  SHARPLY 


WEEKLY 
SUMMARY 
AND 

STATISTICS 

August  30,  1957 


Wheat,  corn  and  grain  sorghum  prices  tumbled  sharply  and  rye  was  a  little  lower 
during  the  week  ended  August  29.  Oats,  barley  and  soybeans  showed  little  change, 
while  flaxseed  advanced  slightly. 

Winter  wheat  generally  sold  3-4^  per  bushel  lower,  reflecting  light  domestic  and 
export  demand  and  congested  storage  facilities  in  some  areas.  Spring  wheat  dropped 
70  at  Minneapolis  as  receipts  were  again  quite  heavy,  while  Durum  wheat  was  5-8^ 
lower.  White  wheat  averaged  about  unchanged  at  Portland.  Rye  followed  the  decline 
in  wheat  and  finished  2i  lower  at  Minneapolis. 

Com  prices,  led  by  a  loss  of  9^  per  bushel  at  Chicago,  dropped  from  7-14^,  in¬ 
fluenced  by  reports  of  good  crop  progress,  heavier  receipts,  fairly  liberal  CCC 
sales,  and  less  active  demand.  Although  oats  receipts  were  a  little  lighter, 
demand  slowed  due  partly  to  relatively  low  feed  prices  and  cheaper  com.  Oats 
sold  about  unchanged  at  most  markets  but  lost  2-3^  at  Minneapolis.  Barley  also 
was  about  unchanged,  except  for  a  1ft  loss  at  Kansas  City  and  Los  Angeles  and  1-2^ 
decline  at  Portland.  Grain  sorghums  broke  22-25^  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City,  largely 
on  an  adjustment  to  a  new-crop  basis  as  harvesting  got  well  under  way  in  the  area. 
However  the  market  was  unchanged  under  good  demand  at  Fort  Worth. 


Soybeans  were  unchanged  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis,  with  the  weakening  influence 
of  good  crop  progress  offset  by  reports  of  possible  frost  damage  and  smaller  country 
marketings.  Although  stocks  of  old-crop  beans  appear  ample,  Illinois  country 
point  prices  went  up  1  ft  per  bushel  in  an  effort  to  increase  marketings.  Flaxseed 
went  up  at  Minneapolis  in  line  with  stronger  futures  prices. 
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P.L .  48O  EXPORTS:  Daring  July  1957  exports  of  agricultural  commodities  under 
Title  I  of  Public  Law  48O  amounted  to  503,000  metric  tons.  Title  I  shipments  began 
in  January  1955  and  reached  a  total  of  12,837,000  metric  tons  as  of  July  31,  1957. 
During  July,  16,128,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  448,000  bushels  of  barley  were  shipped 
under  this  program. 

WHEAT  AUTHORIZATION  TO  PERU:  A  purchase  authorization  was  issued  August  29  to  the 
Government  of  Peru  to  finance  purchase  from  U.  S.  suppliers  of  $3.5  million  worth 
of  wheat  or  wheat  flour  under  Title  I  of  Public  Law  480.  Authorization  No.  13-05 
provides  for  purchase  of  approximately  57,000  metric  tons  of  wheat,  in  bulk.  Grade 
U.  S.  No.  2  or  better,  and/or  wheat  flour.  Durum  wheat  and  Western  White  wheat  and 
flour  from  these  classes  will  not  be  financed  under  this  authorization. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  August  29  totaled  1,047,926 
bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  27,488,331  bushels.  Commercial 
sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  326,952  bushels  in  grain 
equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  4,706,734 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1957-58  IWA  program  for  the  week 
ended  August  27  totaled  2,406,000  bushels.  This  brought  the  total  sales,  since  the 
opening  of  quotas  for  the  1957-58  season  on  June  1,  1957,  to  21.4  million  bushels 
which  compares  with  13. 1  million  a  year  earlier.  The  principal  countries  involved 
in  this  week's  sales  were  Peru,  Philippines,  and  West  Germany.

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MOST  GRAINS  ADVANCE  BUT  SOYBEANS  DROP 


Most  cash  grains  chalked  up  advances  but  soybeans  lost  ground  during  the  holiday- 
shortened  week  ended  September  5.  Grain  receipts  and  offerings  fell  off  sharply, 
while  demand  generally  improved. 

Vinter  wheat,  reflecting  stronger  futures  prices,  limited  offerings  and  fair 
domestic  and  export  demand,  closed  2-4^  per  bushel  higher.  Spring  wheat  advanced 
6^  at  Minneapolis  where  millers  were  actively  replacing  wheat  ground  for  recent 
heavy  flour  commitments  and  export  activity  picked  up.  Durum  wheat  gained  6-8^ 
at  Minneapolis,  influenced  by  substantial  semolina  flour  business  and  reports  of 
rain  damage  in  North  Dakota.  White  wheat  was  unchanged  to  1^  higher  at  Portland, 
due  largely  to  light  country  offerings  and  improved  export  demand.  Rye,  boosted 
by  strength  in  other  grains  and  easing  of  price  support  requirements  on  No.  4 
grade,  went  up  5^  at  Minneapolis. 

Feed  grains  were  strengthened  mainly  by  sharply  reduced  receipts  and  better  demand, 
as  many  traders  considered  them  a  good  buy  at  recent  low  prices.  Corn,  recovering 
some  of  its  recent  loss,  sold  around  2-4^  per  bushel  higher  at  most  markets  and 
went  up  5-6j^  at  Minneapolis.  Oats  gained  1-2^  under  good  demand  for  limited  offer¬ 
ings.  Barley  was  generally  unchanged  on  light  offerings.  However,  feed  type  bar¬ 
ley  was  up  on  the  high  end  of  the  price  range  at  Minneapolis.  Demand  was  good 
but  buyers  were  selective.  Grain  sorghum  harvest  was  between  producing  areas  in 
the  Southwest.  With  good  demand  for  lighter  offerings,  prices  advanced  6-7^  per 
cwt.  at  Kansas  City  and  2j t  at  Fort  Worth. 

Soybeans,  depressed  by  very  favorable  crop  progress  and  first  arrivals  of  new-crop 
beans,  lost  2^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  and  dropped  13-14^  at  Illinois 
country  points.  Flaxseed,  however,  advanced  9^  at  Minneapolis,  influenced  by 
sharply  reduced  receipts  and  heavy  rains  in  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.

CANADIAN  GRAIN  SUPPLIES:  Production  of  grain  crops  in  Canada  this  year  will  be 
below  last  year's  level  on  basis  of  conditions  at  the  middle  of  August,  according 
to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  Canada's  1957  wheat  crop,  currently  fore¬ 
cast  at  360  million  bushels  is  37  percent  smaller  than  last  years  573  million  and 
26  percent  below  the  10-year  average.  With  a  record  carryover  of  723  million, 
supplies  for  1957-58  total  1,083  million  bushels  -  70  million  less  than  the  record 
supplies  for  1956-57.  Canadian  exports  of  wheat  last  season  at  262  million  were 
47  million  below  the  previous  year.  Production  of  Durum  wheat,  included  with  other 
wheat,  is  estimated  at  about  42  million  bushels  as  against  the  1956  crop  of  40  mil¬ 
lion.  The  1957  oats  crop  is  forecast  at  383  million,  a  drop  of  27  percent  from  the 
1956  crop  of  524  million.  With  an  increase  of  104  million  in  the  carryover,  sup¬ 
plies  for  1957-58  are  almost  as  large  as  those  for  1956-57.  Production  of  barley 
at  223  million  is  46  million  under  last  year's  crop  while  the  carryover  of  141 
million  is  30  million  more.  Canada's  rye  crop  of  8.4  million  is  only  slightly  less 
than  last  year.  The  1957  flaxseed  crop  currently  estimated  at  25.7  million  is  26 
percent  below  last  year's  record  but  87  percent  greater  than  the  10-year  average. 
Supplies  for  1957-58  season  at  32.9  million  bushels  are  4  million  below  1956-57. 

FARM  PRICES:  Average  prices  received  by  farmers  for  most  grains  declined  seasonally 
in  August.  Oilseeds,  however,  advanced.  Com  prices,  although  unchanged  from  the 
month  before,  averaged  22^  per  bushel  below  August  1956.  Compared  with  a  year  ago, 
August  average  farm  prices  were  down  3^  on  wheat,  6^  on  soybeans,  10^  on  oats,  13^ 
on  rye  and  flaxseed  and  14^  per  bushel  on  barley,  while  grain  sorghum  prices  were 
49^  per  cwt.  lower.  Except  for  soybeans,  August  15  farm  prices  of  most  grains  were 
below  1957  support  rates. 

1957-CROP  RYE  PRICE  SUPPORT  ELIGIBILITY  BROADENED:  Price  support  eligibility  pro¬ 
visions  for  1957-crop  rye  are  being  relaxed  by  USDA  to  permit  price  support  on  rye 
grading  No.  4  on  test  weight  only.  Action  was  taken  because  weather  conditions 
in  some  rye-producing  States  have  resulted  in  larger  than  normal  proportion  of 
lower  grade  rye.  Eligibility  provisions  are  changed  to  include  grade  No.  4  rye  on 
test  weight  only  and  at  a  discount  of  4^  per  bushel  for  each  pound  by  which  the 
test  falls  below  52  pounds  per  bushel  (the  minimum  test  weight  for  grade  No. 3  rye). 

PAYMENT- IN -KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  September  5  totaled 
2,591,976  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  30,080,307  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  637,340  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to 
5,344,074  bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

GRAIN  EXPORTS:  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  during  July-August  totaled  65  million 
bushels  as  against  85  million  the  same  months  last  year.  Com  exports  continued 
well  above  last  year,  with  around  15  million  bushels  inspected  for  export  during 
August.  This  brought  total  exports  since  October  1  to  147  million,  compared  with 
101  million  the  same  months  of  1955-56.  Around  5  million  bushels  of  soybeans  were 
inspected  for  export  during  August  bringing  the  total  exports,  October-August,  to 
78  million  bushels,  compared  with  64.6  million  the  same  months  of  1955-56.  Flax¬ 
seed  exports  of  about  7  million  bushels  during  July-August  were  sharply  above  the 
same  months  last  year.  Exports  of  other  grains  were  slightly  below  last  year.

GRAIN  MARKETS  MIXED 


Crop  prospects  played  a  major  role  in  cash  grain  markets  during  the  week  ended 
September  12.  Soybean  and  grain  sorghum  prices  were  lower  with  record  crops 
forecasted,  while  flaxseed  rose  sharply  on  prospects  for  a  much  smaller  crop  this 
year.  Other  grains  showed  little  or  no  change. 

Winter  wheat  averaged  about  1/  per  bushel  lower,  with  offerings  light  but  ample 
for  limited  mill  and  export  demand.  Spring  wheat  was  about  unchanged  at  Minne¬ 
apolis,  with  buyers  trying  to  supply  their  needs  from  rapidly  diminishing  country 
offerings.  Better  crop  prospects  had  a  weakening  influence  on  Durum  wheat  and 
prices  went  down  3-5/  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  trading  was  fairly  active  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest  as  farmer  selling  picked  up  and  export  demand  remained 
good.  Hard  White  wheat  was  1-2/  higher  at  Portland,  but  Soft  White  wheat  was 
1/  lower.  Rye  advanced  1-2/  in  relatively  quiet  trading  at  Minneapolis. 

Feed  grain  offerings  were  light  and  demand  was  sufficient  to  offset  the  weaken¬ 
ing  influence  of  larger  crop  prospects.  Corn  generally  sold  1-2/  per  bushel 
higher,  except  at  Minneapolis  where  lack  of  demand  dropped  prices  1-2/.  Oats 
were  mostly  unchanged  but  went  up  1-3/  at  Kansas  City.  Barley  also  held  mostly 
steady  but  advanced  4-5/  at  Minneapolis.  Grain  sorghum  prices  dipped  11/  per  cwt. 
at  Kansas  City  under  pressure  from  record  crop  prospects.  However,  the  Fort  Worth 
market  was  up  2/  with  good  demand  for  very  light  country  offerings. 

Soybeans,  influenced  by  forecast  of  a  record  crop,  lost  l-2£  per  bushel  in  rather 
limited  trading.  With  prospects  for  a  third  smaller  crop  and  unfavorable  har¬ 
vesting  weather,  flaxseed  chalked  up  gains  of  15-18/  at  Minneapolis.

CCC  CORN  SALES:  Out -of -condition  corn  owned  by  CCC  and  stored  in  CCC  bins  will  now 
be  sold  on  a  competitive  bid  basis  instead  of  the  former  sales  method  of  a  "formula 
price"  basis,  at  the  higher  of  the  local  market  price  or  the  applicable  terminal 
market  price  adjusted  to  the  point  of  storage. 

CROP  PRODUCTION:  Record  soybean  and  grain  sorghum  crops  are  in  prospect  for  1957, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board’s  September  1  forecast.  Soybean  prospects 
call  for  a  459  million  bushel  crop  —  7  percent  more  than  on  August  1,  1  percent 
above  the  1956  crop  and  70  percent  over  the  1946-55  average.  Grain  sorghum  produc¬ 
tion,  forecast  at  48I  million  bushels,  is  up  15  percent  from  the  previous  month, 

2  l/3  times  larger  than  last  year’s  crop  and  3  times  greater  than  the  10-year  aver¬ 
age.  Although  4  percent  above  the  August  1  forecast,  the  com  crop  -  predicted  at 
3,195  million  bushels  this  year  -  is  7  percent  smaller  than  last  year  but  still 
ranks  seventh  in  size.  Production  of  all  wheat,  estimated  at  923  million  bushels, 
is  1  percent  more  than  a  month  ago  but  7  percent  less  than  last  year  and  18  percent 
below  average.  Despite  a  slight  drop  in  estimates  from  August  1,  the  oats  and  bar¬ 
ley  crops  on  September  1  were  16  percent  larger  than  last  year.  The  flaxseed  esti¬ 
mate  of  32  million  bushels  is  down  more  than  a  fifth  from  the  forecast  a  month 
earlier  and  is  a  third  smaller  than  the  1956  crop. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  transfer 
authorization  on  August  29  to  Austria  for  50,000  metric  tons  of  corn.  Purchase 
authorizations  for  wheat  were  issued  August  31  in  the  amount  of  $4,500,000  to  Korea 
and  $1,957,000  to  the  Republic  of  China. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  September  12  totaled 
12,247,934  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  42,328,241  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  690,408  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to 
6,034*482  bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

CCC  SALES:  Sales  of  corn  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  totaled  29  million  bushels 
during  August  bringing  the  total  since  October  1  to  293  million  as  against  112  mil¬ 
lion  the  same  period  last  season.  Of  the  sales  this  season,  113  million  were  for 
export,  51  million  for  the  Emergency  Feed  Program  and  129  million  domestic  sales. 

CCC  sold  9  million  bushels  of  wheat  during  August  bringing  the  total  for  July-August 
to  30  million  as  against  46  million  last  year.

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FEED  GRAINS  FIRM  -  OTHER  GRAINS  SLUMP 


Most  feed  grains,  bolstered  by  good  demand  for  light  offerings,  held  a  firm 
position  but  other  cash  grain  prices  slumped  during  the  week  ended  September  19. 

Winter  wheat  lost  1-3j4  per  bushel,  reflecting  light  mill  demand  and  limited  export 
activity.  Spring  wheat  was  unchanged  to  3^  higher,  with  the  advance  largely  on 
ordinary  protein,  while  Durum  wheat  lost  3^  at  Minneapolis.  Larger  offerings  and 
slower  export  demand  resulted  in  a  drop  of  3-4^  on  White  wheat  at  Portland.  However, 
country  offerings  fell  off  at  the  lower  prices  and  trading  became  light  at  the  close. 
Rye  showed  little  change  at  Minneapolis  as  export  trade  was  lacking  and  rye  flour 
was  selling  at  lower  prices. 

Corn  receipts  were  down  but  demand  readily  absorbed  most  offerings  in  active  trad¬ 
ing.  Corn  advanced  4^  per  bushel  at  Kansas  City  and  Omaha  but  held  mostly  steady 
at  other  markets.  Oats  were  mostly  unchanged  but  advanced  1-2^  at  Minneapolis. 
Barley  also  remained  largely  unchanged  in  limited  trading.  Grain  sorghums,  weakened 
by  large  crop  prospects  and  the  rapidly  advancing  harvest,  dropped  11-17^  per  cwt. 
at  Kansas  City  and  9^  at  Fort  Worth.  Losses  since  July  1  now  amount  to  about  4 5^ 
per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City  and  17j4  at  Fort  Worth. 

Soybean  prices  slipped  8^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  7j4  at  Minneapolis,  influenced 
by  heavier  arrivals  of  new-crop  beans  and  large  crop  prospects.  Flaxseed  prices 
skidded  10-13^  at  Minneapolis  as  receipts  almost  doubled  and  linseed  meal  prices 
dropped  following  the  previous  week's  upturn.

1958  WINTER  WHEAT  ACREAGE  RESERVE:  Over  a  million  and  a  half  acres  of  winter  wheat 
"allotment"  land  were  put  in  the  1958  Acreage  Reserve  of  the  Soil  Bank  through  the 
three-week  period  ending  September  13.  The  1958  winter  wheat  Acreage  Reserve  sign¬ 
up  began  August  26  and  will  close  October  4,  1957.  According  to  reports  from  State 
Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  (ASC)  committees  in  the  36  States  of 
the  commercial  wheat  area,  56,231  Acreage  Reserve  agreements,  covering  1,511,260 
acres,  had  been  signed  by  farmers  through  September  13.  Participating  farmers  will 
be  eligible  for  payments  totaling  $30,527,216  if  they  comply  with  their  agreements. 

PREMIUMS  FOR  DRYER  AND  CLEANER  CORN:  Under  the  new  1957  com  price  support  program, 
a  premium  of  1^  per  bushel  will  be  paid  for  corn  with  moisture  content  of  13.5  per¬ 
cent  or  less  and  also  1^  for  com  with  2  percent  or  less  cracked  com  and  foreign 
material . 

P.L.  480  EXPORT  SHIPMENTS:  During  the  months  July -August  1957  exports  of  agri¬ 
cultural  commodities  under  Title  I  of  Public  Law  48O  amounted  to  932,000  metric 
tons.  Included  in  this  were  13,657,000  bushels  of  wheat,  33,730  cwt.  flour 
(equivalent  to  78,591  bushels), 1,198, 000  bushels  corn,  25,000  bushels  barley, 

55,000  pounds  soybean  oil  and  253,000  pounds  linseed  oil. 

PROTEIN  PREMIUMS  FOR  SPRING  WHEAT:  The  average  protein  content  of  Hard  Red  Spring 
wheat  tested  at  the  Minneapolis  laboratories  during  the  past  3  weeks  was  14.09  com¬ 
pared  with  13.63  the  same  weeks  of  1956  and  13-31  the  10-year  (1946-55)  September 
average.  During  August,  less  than  10  percent  of  the  spring  wheat  tested  under  13 
percent  this  year  as  against  27  percent  last  year.  Over  36  percent  fell  in  the  14 
percent  bracket  this  August  as  against  21  last  year  while  in  both  years  9  percent 
tested  15  percent  protein  or  better.  The  average  premium  for  15  percent  protein 
wheat  over  ordinary  wheat  was  10^  per  bushel  the  first  half  of  September  as  against 
13^  last  year  and  19^  the  10-year  September  average. 

PIG  CROP:  The  number  of  sows  farrowed  and  to  farrow  in  the  fall  of  1957  (June 
through  November)  for  10  Corn  Belt  States  is  4  percent  larger  than  in  1956  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  number  is  now  estimated  at  3,841,000  head  for 
the  10  States  compared  with  3,689,000  the  same  period  last  year. 

PAYMENT -IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  September  19  totaled 
8,754,588  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  51,082,829  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  367,856  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to 
6,402,338  bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

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CORN,  SORGHUMS  AND  SOYBEANS  DROP  -  OTHER  GRAINS  FIRM 


Com,  grain  sorghums  and  soybean  prices  dropped  sharply  but  other  cash  grains 
looked  firm  during  the  week  ended  September  26.  Although  recent  rains  and  cool 
weather  delayed  harvesting,  a  few  cars  of  new-crop  com  arrived  at  Chicago. 

Winter  wheat  was  about  unchanged.  Offerings  increased  as  elevators  and  farmers 
made  room  for  new-crop  com  and  milo,  but  demand  was  fairly  good.  Spring  wheat, 
influenced  by  good  demand  for  small  offerings,  went  up  2-4^  but  Durum  wheat  was 
about  unchanged  at  Minneapolis.  Soft  White  wheat  advanced  3-4^  but  Hard  White 
wheat  lost  2^  at  Portland,  with  export  demand  improved  and  domestic  mill  demand 
moderate.  Country  offerings,  however,  remained  light  as  growers  were  reported 
holding  tightly  or  placing  substantial  quantities  under  loan.  Rye,  reflecting 
strength  in  cash  wheat  and  the  3i  advance  in  the  rye  loan  rate,  gained  3i  at 
Minneapolis. 

Corn  prices  sagged  3-8ft  per  bushel  under  pressure  from  increased  marketings  and 
continued  good  harvesting  weather.  Oats  were  unchanged  to  3/  lower  in  spite  of 
lighter  receipts.  Barley  went  up  1-2^  as  a  result  of  strong  demand  for  light 
receipts.  Grain  sorghums  were  unchanged  to  3ft  per  cwt.  lower  at  Kansas  City  and 
dropped  8^  to  the  lowest  point  in  recent  years  at  Fort  Worth.  Strengthening  in¬ 
fluence  of  fairly  steady  demand  was  offset  by  rapidly  progressing  harvest  of  the 
record  crop. 

Soybeans  slipped  further,  losing  3ft  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis,  as 
harvesting  gained  momentum  and  marketings  increased.  Flaxseed  held  steady  in 
spite  of  smaller  receipts  at  Minneapolis. 
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WORLD  WHEAT  PRODUCTION:  World  wheat  production  in  1957  was  estimated  at  7.6 
billion  bushels  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  This  compares  with  the  record 
of  7.8  billion  produced  in  1956  and  about  7.0  billion  the  5 -year  1950-54  average. 
The  European  increase  will  be  offset  by  losses  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  due 
to  reduced  acreage  and  considerably  smaller  yields.  The  large  crop  in  Europe, 
brought  about  by  an  acreage  increase  of  about  11  percent  and  higher  yields  for  the 
area  as  a  whole,  will  cut  import  needs  for  wheat  in  this  important  area.  The  larg¬ 
est  increase  from  the  1956  crop  is  in  France  where  the  estimated  1956  crop  of  385 
million  bushels  is  60  percent  above  last  year.  This  will  put  France  back  in  the 
export  market  with  a  possible  surplus  of  about  90  million  bushels  of  wheat  avail¬ 
able  for  export.  Production  is  also  larger  in  the  Danube  Basin  and  Central  Euro¬ 
pean  countries.  It  appears  that  over -all  wheat  production  in  the  Soviet  Union 
will  be  below  the  record  level  of  1956  despite  acreage  expansion.  Asian  produc¬ 
tion  is  tentatively  estimated  to  be  larger  than  in  1956. 

CORN  PRICE  SUPPORT:  The  1957  com  support  rate  for  farmers  who  do  not  produce 

within  acreage  allotments  in  the  894  commercial  corn-producing  counties  will  be 
at  an  average  of  $1.10  per  bushel.  The  minimum  national  average  support  for  the 

1957  crop  produced  in  compliance  with  acreage  allotments  is  $1.36  per  bushel. 

This, however,  is  subject  to  recalculation  at  the  beginning  of  the  marketing  year, 
October  1,  and  will  be  adjusted  upward  if  the  combination  of  the  supply  situation 
and  parity  at  that  time  calls  for  a  higher  minimum.  The  1956  com  crop  was  sup¬ 
ported  at  an  average  of  $1.50  for  com  produced  in  compliance  with  acreage  allot¬ 

ments  and  at  $1.25  per  bushel  for  those  in  the  commercial  com  area  who  do  not 
produce  within  acreage  allotments.  Revisions  in  the  price  support  rates  for  oats, 
barley,  rye  and  grain  sorghums  will  be  announced  in  the  near  future. 

1958  WINTER  WHEAT  ACREAGE  RESERVE:  Nearly  2  million  acres  of  winter  wheat  "allot¬ 
ment"  land  were  put  in  the  1958  Acreage  Reserve  of  the  Soil  Bank  through  the  four- 
week  period  ended  September  20.  According  to  reports  from  State  ASC  committees 

in  the  36  States  of  the  commercial  wheat  area,  73,281  Acreage  Reserve  agreements, 
covering  1,964,705  acres,  had  been  signed  by  farmers  through  September  20  compared 
with  6,392,561  acres  under  106,485  agreements  the  comparable  period  last  year. 
Participating  farmers  will  be  eligible  for  payments  totaling  $40,000,888  if  they 
comply  with  their  agreements  compared  with  $112,566,626  a  year  ago. 

PAYMENT- IN -KIND  SALKS:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  September  26  totaled 
1,726,703  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  52,809,532  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  404,152  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to 
6,806,490  bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

GRAIN  MARKETS  SHOW  MIXED  TREND 


STATISTICS 

October  4,  1957 


Corn,  grain  sorghum  and  soybean  prices  lost  more  ground  during  the  week  ended 
October  3.  Wheat,  rye  and  flaxseed  showed  little  or  no  change,  while  oats  and 
barley  strengthened.  Continued  favorable  harvesting  weather  for  com  and  soybeans 
and  announcement  of  final  national  average  support  rates  for  feed  grains  were  major 
influencing  factors  in  the  market. 


Winter  wheat  declined  1-2^  per  bushel  at  Kansas  City  but  held  about  unchanged  at 
most  other  markets,  with  flour  mill  demand  generally  good.  ‘Spring  wheat  was  mostly 
unchanged  with  flour  business  slow  at  Minneapolis.  Durum  wheat,  however,  advanced 
2-3^,  with  good  milling  demand  for  the  better  grades.  White  wheat  trading  slowed 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest  as  offerings  increased  and  domestic  and  export  demand 
slackened.  Hard  White  wheat  was  unchanged  to  2^  lower  and  Soft  White  lost  3j^  at 
Portland.  Rye  declined  1^  on  liberal  offerings  at  Minneapolis. 


Corn  generally  sold  1-4^  per  bushel  lower,  reflecting  good  maturing  weather  for 
the  large  crop,  much  heavier  offerings  and  light  demand.  Oats,  supported  by  good 
demand  for  light  offerings,  advanced  4^  at  Chicago  and  held  about  unchanged  at  most 
other  markets.  Barley,  also  strengthened  by  light  offerings  and  good  demand,  went 
up  1-4^.  Grain  sorghums  held  steady  at  Fort  Worth  but  dropped  10-13^  per  cwt.  at 
Kansas  City,  influenced  by  stepped  up  movement  of  the  large  crop,  light  demand, 
and  lower  corn  prices. 

Soybeans,  reflecting  heavy  receipts,  nearness  of  peak  harvest,  and  a  sharp  drop 
in  soybean  meal,  lost  2^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  1^  at  Minneapolis.  Flaxseed 
was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis  in  quiet  trading.

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1957  SUPPORT  RATES:  The  1957  corn  crop  will  be  supported  at  a  national  average 
of  $1.40  per  bushel  in  the  commercial  corn-producing  area  for  farmers  in  compliance 
with  acreage  allotments  and  at  $1.10  for  farmers  not  in  compliance.  This  compares 
with  $1.50  and  $1.25  the  respective  rates  for  the  1956  corn  crop.  The  1957  re¬ 
vised  average  support  rates  for  rye  and  other  feed  grains  with  the  1956  rate  in 
parentheses  are  as  follows:  Rye  $1.18  ($1.27);  barley  95^  ($1.02);  oats  6lj4  (65^) 
per  bushel  and  grain  sorghums  $1.86  ($1.97)  per  cwt. 

CANADIAN  CROP  REPORT:  On  the  basis  of  yields  indicated  on  September  15,  pro¬ 
duction  of  most  of  Canada's  principal  field  crops  in  1957  will  be  below  last 
year's  levels,  according  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  For  the  five 
major  grains,  prospects  are  for  a  369.7  million  bushel  wheat  crop,  a  388.3  million 
bushel  oat  crop,  a  223.4  million  bushel  barley  crop,  a  flaxseed  crop  of  23.1 
million  bushels  and  a  rye  outturn  of  8.6  million  bushels.  Although  damp  weather 
during  harvest  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  undoubtedly  lowered  the  quality  of  the 
crop,  the  yield  outlook  up  to  mid-September  for  oats,  barley  and  rye  remained 
virtually  unchanged  compared  with  a  month  earlier.  The  estimate  for  wheat  is 
10  million  above  a  month  ago. 

BARTER  OPERATIONS  FISCAL  YEAR  1957:  Barter  contracts  for  fiscal  year  1957  (July  1, 
1956-June  30,  1957)  totaled  approximately  $272,600,000,  compared  with  $315,800,000 
in  fiscal  year  1956.  Exports  of  agricultural  commodities  under  barter  were  valued 
at  over  $400,700,000  against  $298,300,000  in  shipments  for  fiscal  year  1956.  The 
principal  barter  commodities  were  -  Wheat  86,497,000  bushels,  corn  45,904,000 
bushels,  oats  18,941,000  bushels,  barley  14,968,000  bushels,  and  cotton  970  bales. 

PAYMENT- IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  October  3  totaled 
3,758,496  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  56,568,028  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  611,066  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to 
7,417,556  bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

Advances  in  wheat,  corn  and  soybeans  boosted  cash  grain  markets  to  a  stronger 
position  during  the  week  ended  October  10.  At  the  same  time,  crop  prospects  for 
spring  wheat,  corn,  grain  sorghums  and  soybeans  increased. 

Wheat  -  reacting  to  the  lower  trend  of  recent  weeks  -  firmed  up,  reflecting  heavy 
loan  entries.  Primary  receipts  were  lighter  and  demand  improved  as  buyers  antic¬ 
ipated  tighter  "free"  wheat  supplies  later  in  the  season.  Winter  wheat  advanced 
1-3^  per  bushel.  Spring  wheat  gained  2^  and  Durum  wheat  was  up  2-3^  at  Minneapolis. 
White  wheat,  influenced  largely  by  broader  export  demand  and  only  moderate  country 
selling,  advanced  3-4^  at  Portland,  Demand  for  rye  was  less  active  and  the  mar¬ 
ket  slipped  1^  at  Minneapolis  despite  firmness  in  the  futures  markets  and  strength 
in  wheat. 

Corn  sold  unchanged  to  3^  per  bushel  higher,  with  the  weakening  influence  of  larger 
crop  prospects  and  nearness  of  the  harvest  peak  offset  by  smaller  receipts  and  the 
announcement  that  CCC  sales  for  comestic  use  would  be  limited  insofar  as  possible. 
Oats  lost  ljzf  at  Minneapolis  but  were  unchanged  at  other  markets.  Although  receipts 
were  heavier,  offerings  were  light  and  demand  was  rather  limited  in  generally  slow 
trading.  Barley  held  generally  steady  in  quiet Irading  but  light  offerings  were 
readily  absorbed.  Grain  sorghums  went  up  2^  per  cwt.  at  Fort  Worth  where  demand 
was  fair  and  offerings  were  lighter  as  rain  slowed  harvesting  and  loan  entries 
increased.  However,  Kansas  City  sorghum  prices  went  down  1^,  influenced  by  heavier 
offerings  and  the  possibility  that  wet  weather  may  increase  moisture  content. 

Soybeans  advanced  4^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  and  3^  at  Chicago  in  the  face  of 
record  crop  prospects,  favorable  harvest  weather  and  increased  marketings.  However, 
offerings  were  not  as  large  as  anticipated,  as  producers  resisted  present  low  prices 
and  held  onto  their  beans.  Buyers  were  given  added  confidence  by  strength  in  the 
oil  market  and  firmness  in  meal  futures.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  in  dull  trading 
at  Minneapolis. 
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CROP  REPORT:  Crop  prospects  improved  for  fall  grains  with  record  output  of. 
soybeans  and  grain  sorghums  forecast  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Feed  grain 
production  in  1957  is  now  expected  to  be  7  percent  larger  than  last  year  with 
the  corn  crop  placed  at  3*3  billion  bushels  as  against  3*2  billion  a  month, 
earlier  and  3.5  billion  a  year  ago.  A  sorghum  crop,  estimated  at  514  million 
bushels,  is  double  the  previous  record  and  two  and  one-half  times  the  1956. 
crop.  Soybean  prospects  improved  during  September  with  a  crop  of  487  million 
bushels  now  indicated  as  against  456  million  a  year  ago. 

WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Spring  wheat  prospects  increased  by  4  million  bushels  with 
the  crop  now  estimated  at  237  million  as  against  262  million  a  year  ago. 

Supplies  of  all  wheat  for  the  1957-58  season  now  total  1,832  million  bushels 
as  against  2,031  million  for  1956-57*  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  total  97  mil¬ 
lion  bushels  the  first  3  months  of  the  season  -  a  drop  of  22  million  from  the 
comparable  months  a  year  earlier.  Supplies  on  October  1  remaining  for  export 
or  carryover  totaled  l,48l  million  this  year  and  1,671  million  last  year. 

NON-STORABLE  CORN  SALES  LIMITED:  Sales  for  domestic  use  of  non-storable  CCC- 
owned  corn  by  Commodity  Stabilization  Service  Offices  from  elevator  storage  or 
at  any  major  markets  will  be  discontinued  insofar  as  possible.  This  is  designed 
to  help  strengthen  corn  prices  by  reducing  the  movement  of  CCC-owned  corn  into 
commercial  market  channels  at  major  points  during  the  heavy  marketing  season 
for  1957-crop  corn. 

PAYMENT- IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with 
CCC  under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  October  10  totaled 
3,l40,86l  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  59,708*889  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  407*248 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1 
to  7*824, 804  bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

1958  WINTER  WHEAT  ACREAGE  RESERVE:  Slightly  over  3.8  million  acres  of  winter 
wheat  "allotment"  land  were  put  in  the  1958  Acreage  Reserve  of  the  Soil  Bank 
through  the  close  of  the  winter  wheat  signup  period  October  4.  State  ASC 
committees  in  the  36  States  of  the  commercial  wheat  area  report  that  140,662 
Acreage  Reserve  agreements,  covering  3*806,000  acres,  had  been  signed  by  farmers 
through  the  October  4  deadline.  Participating  farmers  will  be  eligible  for 
payments  totaling  $76,808,773  if  they  comply  with  their  agreements. 

GRAIN  EXPORTS:  Exports  of  corn  continued  well  above  a  year  earlier,  with  about 
10  million  bushels  inspected  during  September.  This  brought  total  exports 
during  the  1956-57  season  to  a  little  over  l60  million  bushels,  compared  with 
about  107  million  the  year  before.  Around  4  million  bushels  of  soybeans  were 
inspected  for  export  during  September  to  bring  the  October- September  total  to 
nearly  85  million  bushels  as  against  slightly  over  67  million  the  same  period 
a  year  earlier.  Exports  of  other  grains  ran  well  below  a  year  ago  with  the 
exception  of  flaxseed. 

AUSTRALIAN  WHEAT  EXPORTS:  Australia's  wheat  and  flour  exports  increased  about 
27  million  bushels  and  amounted  to  129  million  bushels  in  grain  equivalent 
during  July  1956-June  1957*  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  reports.  While  1955-56 
exports  were  only  102  million  bushels  and  the  all-time  record  was  155  million 
bushels  in  1931-32,  the  pre-World  War  II  5-year  average  was  106  million.  On 
the  basis  of  available  data,  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  India,  New  Zealand, 
Ceylon  and  Pakistan  increased  sharply.  However,  large  reductions  were  noted  in 
exports  to  Japan,  Indonesia,  West  Germany  and  Malaya.

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GRAIN  MARKETS  STRENGTHEN 

Most  cash  grain  prices  advanced  during  the  week  ended  October  17,  although 
some  losses  appeared  in  wheat  and  com.  Major  strengthening  factors  were  a 
holding  tendency  on  the  part  of  producers  and  tension  in  the  Middle  East 
which  prompted  buying  of  some  grains  and  bolstered  futures  prices. 

Winter  wheat  was  unchanged  to  20  per  bushel  higher,  reflecting  lighter  offer¬ 
ings  and  concern  over  the  international  situation.  Spring  wheat  was  about  10 
higher  but  Durum  wheat  lost  4 0  at  Minneapolis  as  a  result  of  heavy  arrivals 
and  slack  demand  due  to  slow  Durum  flour  sales.  White  wheat  faced  less  ex¬ 
port  demand  and  prices  slipped  10  at  Portland,  with  country  selling  light  at 
the  lower  prices.  Rye,  influenced  largely  by  firmer  futures  prices,  gained 
1-20  at  Minneapolis. 

Com  dropped  1-40  per  bushel  at  Chicago  but  advanced  1-20  at  other  markets 
in  the  face  of  heavier  receipts  and  large  crop  prospects.  Light  offerings  of 
oats  and  barley  were  readily  absorbed  by  the  trade.  Oats  were  unchanged  to 
20  higher  and  barley  was  mostly  unchanged  but  advanced  2-30  at  Kansas  City. 
Grain  sorghums,  bolstered  by  fairly  strong  demand  for  lighter  offerings, 
jumped  16-170  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City  and  gained  20  at  Ft.  Worth.  Rains  not 
only  stopped  harvesting,  which  reduced  marketings,  but  also  increased  moisture 
content. 

Soybeans  went  up  50  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  40  at  Minneapolis,  influenced 
mainly  by  the  holding  tendency  of  producers  and  partly  by  the  stronger  futures 
market,  large  exports  and  anticipated  heavy  loan  entries.  Flaxseed,  boosted 
by  the  report  of  another  cut  in  this  year's  production,  went  up  20  at  Minne¬ 
apolis.

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WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  for  export  or  carryover  in  the  four  principal 
exporting  countries  (United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  Australia)  on  October  1 
totaled  2,160  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  2,431  million,  the  record  sup¬ 
plies  a  year  ago  and  2,327  million  on  October  1,  1955.  The  smaller  supplies  re¬ 
flect  the  drop  in  production  in  Canada  and  Australia  and  smaller  carryover  stocks, 
particularly  in  the  United  States.  Exports  from  Canada  and  Argentina  are  about 
the  same  or  above  last  year  but  are  smaller  from  the  United  States  and  Australia. 
Supplies  on  October  1  this  year  in  million  bushels  with  comparable  figures  for 
last  year  in  parentheses  are  as  follows:  United  States  1,145  (1,327);  Canada  878 
(936);  Argentina  76  (59);  and  Australia  59  (109).  Supplies  in  Argentina  and 
Australia  do  not  include  the  1957-56  crop  which  will  be  harvested  in  December  and 
January. 

CATTLE  ON  FEED:  The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  for  market  in  13  major 
feeding  States  on  October  1  was  estimated  at  3,222,000  head,  according  to  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  a  decline  of  11  percent  from  the  3,616,000  head 
on  feed  a  year  earlier  and  13  percent  below  the  July  1  number  on  feed.  In  1956 
the  number  on  feed  increased  7  percent  during  the  July-September  period.  This  was 
the  first  quarterly  date  this  year  for  which  there  was  a  decrease  from  a  year  ear¬ 
lier.  On  July  1,  1957,  there  was  an  increase  of  9  percent  from  the  number  on  feed 
July  1,  1956,  and  on  both  April  1  and  January  1,  there  were  4  percent  more  than  a 
year  earlier. 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  soybeans  in  September  were  the  lowest  for 
that  month  since  1951  reflecting  the  late  harvest.  Only  a  little  over  14  million 
bushels  were  inspected  during  September  compared  with  34  million  a  year  earlier 
and  42  million  in  September  1955.  Inspections  for  the  crop  year  ending  Septem¬ 
ber  30  totaled  317  million  bushels  as  against  300  million  in  1955-56  and  290  mil¬ 
lion  in  1954-55. 

PAYMENT -IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  October  17  totaled 
5,053,260  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  64,762,149  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  561,617  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  8,36 6,621 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

CORN  AND  SORGHUMS  ADVANCE  BUT  OTHER  GRAINS  DROP 


Corn  and  grain  sorghums  scored  sharp  advances  but  most  other  grain  prices  dropped 
during  the  week  ended  October  24.  Wet  weather  delayed  harvesting  of  fall  grains 
in  many  areas.  Trading  slowed  on  both  the  cash  grain  and  futures  markets,  re¬ 
flecting  to  a  large  extent  the  weakness  in  securities. 

Winter  wheat  lost  2-5^  per  bushel  due  largely  to  less  active  mill  and  export 
demand  and  weaker  futures  prices.  Spring  wheat,  faced  with  less  active  demand, 
slow  flour  and  export  trade  and  easier  futures  prices,  went  down  2^  and  Durum 
wheat  was  unchanged  to  2<f,  lower  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  declined  1-2^  at 
Portland  where  a  steady  domestic  mill  demand  met  moderate  offerings  in  spite 
of  a  holding  tendency  on  the  part  of  most  farmers.  Rye  trading  was  dull,  re¬ 
flecting  slow  flour  business,  and  prices  dropped  6^  at  Minneapolis. 

Corn  sold  mostly  around  2-6^  per  bushel  higher  as  wet  weather  delayed  harvesting 
and  lighter  offerings  found  better  demand.  Oats  offerings  were  limited  and  de¬ 
mand  was  good  with  prices  generally  unchanged.  Limited  offerings  of  barley  also 
met  good  demand  at  mostly  unchanged  prices.  However,  Minneapolis  buyers  were 
more  selective  as  bin  room  became  scarce  and  Malting  barley  went  down  2^.  Grain 
sorghum  prices  shot  up  another  16-17^  per  cwt.  again  this  week  at  Kansas  City 
and  gained  2^  at  Fort  Worth  as  rains  further  delayed  the  harvest. 

Soybeans  dropped  6^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  5^  at  Minneapolis  as  any  strength¬ 
ening  influence  of  the  delay  in  harvesting  due  to  rain  was  offset  by  the  weakness 
in  oil,  meal  and  futures  markets.  Flaxseed  lost  5^  at  Minneapolis,  reflecting 
the  drop  in  linseed  meal,  with  the  decline  coming  in  the  face  of  lighter  receipts 
as  harvesting  neared  completion.

MEXICAN  P.L.  480  AGREEMENT:  An  agreement  with  Mexico  to  finance  the  sale  to 
that  country  of  $28.2  million  worth  (including  certain  ocean  transportation 
costs)  of  yellow  corn  under  Title  I  of  Public  Law  48O,  was  announced  October  23. 
The  agreement  provides  for  the  movement  of  500,000  tons  (19.7  million  bushels) 
of  corn,  the  largest  sale  of  United  States  corn  ever  negotiated  under  Title  I  of 
Public  Law  480.  Sales  under  this  program  will  be  made  by  private  United  States 
traders . 

ACREAGE  RESERVE:  Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  farmers  have  signed  agree¬ 
ments  under  the  Acreage  Reserve  Program  for  3.9  million  acres  of  winter  wheat 
for  the  1958  crop  compared  with  10.7  million  acres  of  winter  wheat  for  the  1957 
crop.  Producers  signed  144*493  agreements  this  year  compared  with  193*474  last 
year.  If  the  agreements  are  carried  out  farmers  will  receive  79.6  million 
dollars  under  this  year's  program  as  against  $198.9  million  from  last  year’s 
winter  wheat  program. 

SOYBEAN  CRUSHINGS:  Soybeans  crushed  during  1956-57  totaled  a  record  315.9  mil¬ 
lion  bushels  and  compared  with  283.1  million  last  year  and  249.0  million  in 
1954-55.  Crushings  during  September  totaled  22.2  million — nearly  2.4  million 
more  than  in  September  1956.  Flaxseed  crushings  during  September  totaled  3.0 
million  during  September  compared  with  3.4  million  bushels  the  same  months  last 
year. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  purchase 
authorization  October  22  to  China  for  $2,600,000  worth  of  wheat.

WHEAT  UP  BUT  CORN  AND  SORGHUMS  DOWN 


Wheat  prices  moved  up  but  corn  and  grain  sorghums  dropped  sharply  during  the 
week  ended  October  31.  Soybeans  and  oats  weakened,  while  rye,  barley  and  flax¬ 
seed  ruled  firm. 


Winter  wheat  advanced  2-5^  per  bushel  as  offerings  were  lighter  and  being  held 
much  closer  since  movement  from  interior  points  to  terminals  has  been  heavy  in 
order  to  make  room  for  the  bumper  sorghum  crop.  Spring  wheat,  bolstered  some 
by  the  amount  of  wheat  going  under  loan,  went  up  3-4^  tut  Durum  wheat  held 
steady  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  was  unchanged  at  Portland,  where  trading 
was  quiet  as  export  demand  slackened  and  farmers  remained  slow  sellers.  Rye, 
reflecting  the  strength  in  wheat,  gained  1^  at  Minneapolis. 

Corn  prices  slid  2-8^  per  bushel  as  the  harvesting  tempo  picked  up  and  heavier 
new-crop  marketings  exerted  more  pressure  on  the  market.  Oats  offerings  were 
lighter  and  prices  were  unchanged  at  Chicago  but  down  2^  at  Minneapolis  and  1-7^ 
lower  at  Kansas  City.  Barley  was  generally  unchanged,  with  buying  more  limited. 
Grain  sorghum  prices  skidded  29-30^  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City  and  lost  3^  at  Fort 
Worth  as  harvesting  moved  back  into  full  swing  with  the  return  of  favorable 
weather . 

Soybeans  were  generally  unchanged  at  Chicago  but  lost  2^  per  bushel  at  Minne¬ 
apolis,  reflecting  heavier  marketings,  smaller  exports  and  weakness  in  the  meal 
market.  Flaxseed,  influenced  partly  by  a  private  forecast  of  a  smaller  crop  in 
western  Canada,  went  up  1^  at  Minneapolis.

FARM  PRICES:  Fall -grown  grains  dropped  seasonally  in  October  with  the  sharpest 
drop  in  grain  sorghum  prices  which  averaged  $1.43  per  cwt.  in  October  compared 
with  $1.57  in  September  and  $2.07  a  year  ago.  Corn  prices  dropped  9^  per  bushel 
and  averaged  13^  below  a  year  ago.  Farm  prices  of  wheat  advanced  2^  during 
October  but  were  6^  below  a  year  ago.  Soybean  prices  dropped  seasonally  in 
October  and  averaged  9^  under  September  and  3^  below  a  year  ago.  Oats  and  barley 
advanced  during  October  but  continued  below  last  year's  prices. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  purchase 
authorization  October  28  to  the  Republic  of  China  for  $2,000,000  worth  of  wheat. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1957-58  IWA  program  totaled 
1,382,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  October  29.  This  brought  the  total  sales, 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season,  to  43.6  million  bushels  compared  with  37.0 
million  bushels  the  comparable  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved 
in  this  week's  sales  were  Japan,  Germany,  and  Cuba.  The  balance  remaining  for 
sale  under  the  quota  is  84.8  million  as  against  91.0  million  last  year. 

PAYMENT- IN -KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  October  31  totaled 
1,739,343  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  82,275,996  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  288,465  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  11,197,699 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

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QUARTERLY  GRAIN  MARKET  SUMMARIES 

WHEAT.  Stocks  of  wheat  on  October  1  were  the  smallest  since  1953  and  totaled 
1,599  million  bushels  as  against  1,797  million  a  year  earlier  and  1,308  million 
the  10-year. average .  Of  the  October  1  stocks,  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
owned  782  million  as  against  893  million  last  year.  The  1957  wheat  crop,  esti¬ 
mated  at  927  million  bushels,  is  7  percent  smaller  than  the  1956  crop  and  18  per¬ 
cent  lass  than  the  10-year  average.  The  quality  of  the  spring  wheat  crop  is  good 
except  in  parts  of  North  Dakota  and  Minnesota  where  the  crop  suffered  severe 
sprout  damage.  The  average  protein  of  the  spring  wheat  tested  at  Minneapolis 
(August  21-0ctooer  9)  was  14.07  compared  with  13. 64  percent  the  comparable  period 
last  year.  There  was  considerable  damage  to  the  hard  winter  wheat  crop  during 
harvesting.  Of  the  inspected  receipts  at  Kansas  City,  July— September,  24  percent 
graded  No.  1  as  against  58  percent  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Exports  of 
wheat  and  flour  in  grain  equivalent  the  first  3  months  of  the  season  totaled  98 
million  bushels  compared  with  119  million  the  same  months  last  year.  Supplies  of 
wheat  in  Canada  for  1957-58,  at  1,093  million,  are  60  million  below  the  record 
supplies  last  season.  A  world  wheat  crop  of  7,620  million  bushels  was  forecast— 

2  percent  below  last  year.  Wheat  production  in  Europe  is  the  largest  of  record 
with  import  requirements  expected  to  be  smaller.Wheat  prices  at  the  farm  in  October 
averaged  6j4  per  bushel  below  a  year  earlier. 

RYE:  Rye  stocks  of  29.6  million  bushels  on  October  1  were  1.2  million  larger  than 
a  year  ago  but  9.2  million  smaller  than  two  years  ago.  Supplies  of  rye  for 
1957-58,  including  this  year's  import  quota  of  3.3  million  bushels,  are  estimated 
at  36.3  million— 5.3  million  less  than  a  year  earlier  but  2.2  million  more  than 
average.  Disappearance  of  rye  the  first  quarter,  at  6.8  million,  was  the  smallest 
since  1951  and  about  half  the  13.3  million  the  comparable  quarter  last  year.  Ex¬ 
ports  of  about  1.0  million  bushels  in  the  first  quarter  compare  with  3.8  million 
a  year  earlier.  Supplies  of  rye  in  Canada  for  1957-58  are  currently  estimated 
at  22.6  million  bushels — 1.3  million  less  than  last  year.  No.  2  rye  at  Minneapolis 
averaged  $1.27  per  bushel  this  October  compared  with  $1.46  a  year  ago. 

CORN:  Supplies  of  corn  (grain  only)  for  1957-58,  based  on  October  1  indications, 
total  4,312  million  bushels.  If  realized,  this  would  be  65  million  more  than  the 
previous  record  in  1956-57.  Carryover  stocks  of  corn  on  October  1  amounted  to 
1,357  million  compared  with  1,165  million  a  year  ago  and  619  million  the  10-year 
average.  Of  the  October  1  carryover,  the  CCC  owned  932  million  bushels  compared 
with  818  million  a  year  ago.  The  1957  corn  crop  was  estimated  at  3,305  million 
bushels  on  October  1.  Included  in  the  production  is  an  estimated  350  million 
bushels  of  corn  equivalent  for  silage,  forage,  hogging  and  grazing.  Disappearance 
of  corn  (grain  only)  last  season  totaled  2,891  million  bushels  compared  with  2,754 
million  in  1955-56.  Exports  of  corn  were  the  largest  of  record  and  totaled  159 
million  bushels  compared  with  107  million  in  1955-56.  In  addition  to  the  corn 
exported  as  grain,  about  12.7  million  bushels  of  corn  products  in  grain  equivalent 
were  exported  last  season.  Of  this,  10.5  million  were  corn  meal  export  donations 
under  Section  416.  Corn  at  the  farm  averaged  $1.06  per  bushel  in  October  compared 
with  $1.19  a  year  earlier. 

OATS:  Stocks  of  I.I84  million  bushels  on  October  1,  were  13  percent  larger  than 
a  year  earlier  but  smaller  than  for  the  same  date  the  two  preceding  years.  Domestic 
supplies  of  oats  for  1957-58  are  estimated  at  1,576  million  bushels,  an  increase 
of  76  million  over  1956-57.  The  larger  supplies  result  from  an  increase  of  16 
percent  in  production,  which  is  currently  indicated  at  1,338  million  bushels. 
Disappearance  of  oats  totaled  almost  400  million  bushels  the  first  quarter — a 
rj-rnn  of  5?  mi  11  i nn  from  the  comparable  period  a  year  earlier.  Exports ,  ^mainly; _ 
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from  CCC  stocks ,  totaled  6.3  million  bushels  the  first  quarter  as  against  10.7 
million  in  July -September  1956.  Oats  prices  at  the  farm  averaged  60/  per  bushel 
the  first  3  months  of  the  season  or  about  7/  below  the  same  months  of  1956. 

BARLEY:  Stocks  of  barley  on  October  1,  at  464  million  bushels,  were  58  million 
above  the  previous  record  in  1955  and  75  million  larger  than  in  1956.  Of  the 
October  1  stocks,  CCC  owned  62  million  bushels  as  against  55  million  last  year. 
Domestic  supplies  of  barley  for  1957-58  are  currently  estimated  at  557  million. 

This  is  well  above  any  previous  year  and  compares  with  469  million  for  1956-57. 
Disappearance  of  barley  during  the  first  quarter  totaled  98  million  bushels — the 
smallest  since  1953.  Exports  totaled  less  than  10  million  bushels  as  against  22 
million  a  year  ago.  Farm  prices,  July-September,  averaged  83/  per  bushel,  about 
13/  below  last  year  and  12/  below  the  average  support  rate. 

GRAIN  SORGHUMS:  Supplies  of  grain  sorghums  for  1957-58,  at  333  million  cwt.,  are 
double  those  of  a  year  ago,  reflecting  the  very  large  crop.  The  1957  crop  was 
estimated  at  288  million  cwt.  on  the  basis  of  conditions  at  the  first  of  October. 
This  is  2  1/2  times  the  1956  crop  and  3  times  the  10-year  average.  Carryover 
stocks  on  October  1  totaled  45  million  cwt.  or  slightly  below  last  year's  record. 
Disappearance  of  grain  sorghums  during  the  1956-57  crop  year,  at  115  million  cwt., 
was  17  million  below  1955-56.  Exports  of  12  million  cwt.  were  about  a  third  the 
previous  season's  exports  of  37  million  cwt.  The  quantity  fed,  at  97  million  was 
up  10  million  from  the  year  before.  Farm  prices  of  grain  sorghums  averaged  $1.43 
per  cwt.  in  October  as  against  $2.07  a  year  earlier. 

SOYBEANS:  Supplies  of  soybeans  for  1957-58  are  estimated  at  497  million  bushels, 
or  37  million  more  than  for  1956-57,  the  previous  record.  Carryover  stocks  of  9.9 
million  bushels  were  double  the  10-year  average.  Production  of  soybeans  this  year 
was  estimated  at  467  million  bushels  on  the  basis  of  conditions  at  the  first  of 
October.  Exports  of  soybeans  last  season  at  nearly  65  million  bushels  and  soybean 
oil  exports  of  805  million  pounds  were  both  at  record  high  levels.  Crushings  of 
soybeans  totaled  316  million  bushels,  an  increase  of  33  million  over  1955-56. 

No.  1  Yellow  soybeans  at  Illinois  points  averaged  $2.13  per  bushel  this  October  as 
against  $2.21  a  year  ago. 

FLAXSEED:  Stocks  of  flaxseed  in  all  positions  on  October  1  at  28.4  million  were 
the  smallest  in  the  11  years  of  record  and  compare  with  44.9  million  a  year  earlier. 
A  drop  of  21  million  in  production  more  than  offset  an  increase  of  15  million  in 
carryover  stocks.  Disappearance  of  flaxseed  in  the  first  quarter  totaled  18  mil- 

oushels  with  record  exports  of  nearly  8  million  accounting  for  a  large  portion, 
Crushings,  July-September,  totaled  9.4  million  this  year  as  against  4.2  million 
last  year.  No.  1  flaxseed  at  Minneapolis  averaged  $3.40  per  bushel  this  October 
compared  with  $3.30  last  October.

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MOST  GRAINS  STRENGTHEN  -  TRADING  DRAGS 

Most  cash  grain  prices  closed  firm  or  a  little  higher  after  drifting  rather  aim¬ 
lessly  in  draggy  trading  during  the  week  ended  November  7.  However,  the  Chicago 
corn  and  Minneapolis  barley  markets  were  off  slightly. 

Winter  wheat  gained  around  1-2^  per  bushel,  influenced  largely  by  heavier  flour 
bookings,  improved  mill  demand  and  a  stronger  futures  market.  Although  primary 
receipts  were  larger,  country  selling  was  light,  especially  in  the  Southwest 
where  current  prices  tended  to  encourage  producers  to  put  their  wheat  under  loan. 
This  also  had  a  strengthening  effect  on  cash  prices.  Spring  wheat  prices  fluc- 
uated  within  a  narrow  range  and  closed  unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  while  Durum 
wheat  was  unchanged  to  1ft  higher.  White  wheat  trading  continued  moderate,  reflect¬ 
ing  light  producer  selling  and  improved  export  demand,  and  prices  advanced  2-3i 
at  Portland.  Rye,  influenced  by  light  arrivals,  a  stronger  futures  market  and 
firmness  in  wheat,  gained  3ft  at  Minneapolis. 


Corn  lost  2-3^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  but  ranged  from  unchanged  at  Toledo  to  5ft 
higher  at  Kansas  City.  Primary  receipts  increased  sharply  but  new-crop  marketings 
exerted  little  pressure  on  the  market  as  offerings  were  generally  light  and  met 
fair  demand.  Oats  sold  unchanged  to  mostly  1  ft  higher  due  largely  to  fairly  active 
competition  for  light  offerings.  Barley  closed  unchanged  to  2 ft  lower  at  Minneapolis 
but  was  mostly  around  1ft  higher  at  other  markets,  with  supplies  light  but  adequate 
for  trade  needs.  Grain  sorghums  found  good  demand  and  prices  reversed  the  previous 
week’s  trend,  advancing  7^  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City  and  2^  at  Fort  Worth.  Although 
rains  slowed  harvesting  in  Texas,  receipts  increased  sharply  in  Kansas. 


Soybeans  advanced  3 ft  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  4^  at  Minneapolis.  The  upturn  came 
in  the  face  of  heavier  receipts  as  buyers,  influenced  by  higher  futures  prices  and 
firm  oil  and  meal  markets,  raised  their  bids.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged. 
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PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  November  7  totaled 
1,437,353  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  83,713,349  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  390,691  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  11,588,390 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

GRAINS  UNDER  PRICE  SUPPORT:  The  amount  of  1956  and  1957-crop  grains  under  price 
support  increased  sharply  during  October.  Farmers  had  put  153,239,171  bushels  of 
wheat  under  loan  through  October  15,  or  about  55  million  bushels  more  than  a  month 
earlier  but  around  44*5  million  less  than  a  year  ago.  Of  the  total  wheat  under 
support,  112.8  million  bushels  were  warehouse  stored,  39.5  million  farm  stored  and 
nearly  1  million  bushels  were  under  purchase  agreements.  Almost  twice  as  much 
barley  and  oats  were  under  loan  October  15  as  a  month  ago,  while  grain  sorghums, 
rye  and  flaxseed  loan  entries  showed  notable  increases.  Corn  under  price  support 
rose  from  11,242  bushels  on  September  15  to  391,281  on  October  15  as  against 
745,661  a  year  earlier.  Soybeans  under  price  support  now  total  nearly  2.8  million 
bushels,  compared  with  almost  8.3  million  a  year  ago. 


IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1957-58  If A  program  totaled 
2,575,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  November  5.  This  brought  the  total  sales, 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season,  to  46.2  million  bushels  compared  with  39.2 
million  bushels  the  comparable  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved 
in  this  week's  sales  were  Japan,  West  Germany,  and  Vatican  City.  The  balance 
remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota  is  82.2  million  as  against  88.8  million  last 
year.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  MIXED 


Cash  grain  markets  showed  a  mixed  price  “trend  in  generally  slow  “trading  during 
the  week  ended  November  14.  Buying  was  mainly  limited  to  nearby  needs,  over¬ 
shadowed  by  prospects  of  large  corn,  grain  sorghum  and  soybean  crops. 


Winter  wheat  ranged  around  1-4^  per  bushel  higher  as  demand  improved  with  con¬ 
tinued  good  flour  bookings.  Higher  futures  prices  also  bolstered  the  cash  market. 
Spring  wheat,  however,  lost  1-4^  at  Minneapolis  where  flour  business  was  extremely 
dull  and  mills  were  cautious  buyers  but  Durum  wheat  gained  1 behind  fairly  good 
demand.  White  wheat  offerings  improved  slightly  but  with  limited  export  demand, 
prices  were  unchanged  to  1^  lower  at  Portland.  Rye  strengthened  by  a  lack  of 
offerings,  advanced  2^  at  Minneapolis. 


Feed  grain  trading  was  dull,  reflecting  large  crop  prospects  and  limited  demand. 
Primary  receipts  of  corn  increased  sharply  despite  bad  harvesting  weather.  At 
the  close,  corn  was  1-2^  per  bushel  higher  at  Chicago,  influenced  chiefly  by  a 
gain  in  the  December  position,  delayed  harvesting  and  the  possibility  of  a  tight 
situation  in  the  cash  market.  However,  com  lost  1-2^  at  Minneapolis  and  2^  at 
Kansas  City  under  pressure  of  heavier  offerings.  Oats  receipts  fell  off  consider¬ 
ably  but  demand  was  relatively  light  and  prices  fluctuated  from  1ft  higher  to  1ft 
lower.  Barley  offerings  were  light  but  about  in  line  with  demand  and  prices  were 
generally  unchanged.  Grain  sorghums  found  good  demand  and  prices  were  unchanged 
to  1^  per  cwt.  higher  at  Kansas  City  in  the  face  of  record  crop  prospects.  At 
Fort  Worth,  on  the  other  hand,  demand  was  poor  as  buyers  awaited  dry  weather  and 
the  resumption  of  harvesting  and  prices  slipped  2j^. 


Oilseed  markets  weakened.  Soybeans  lost  2^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  as  lower 
futures  prices  and  record  crop  prospects  took  the  edge  off  smaller  primary  re¬ 
ceipts.  However,  surprisingly  light  country  selling  held  prices  steady  at  Minne¬ 
apolis.  Flaxseed  prices  dropped  4^  at  Minneapolis  as  demand  fob  linseed  oil  and 
meal  was  not  good  enough  to  prompt  aggressive  buying  on  the  part  of  crushers.

Com,  sorghums  and  soybeans  -  acreage,  yield  and  production 
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CROP  PROSPECTS:  Wet,  cool  weather  delayed  fall  grain  harvesting  but  crop  pros¬ 
pects  improved  during  October.  Frosts  occurred  in  many  areas  but  most  late 
planted  grains  had  already  reached  maturity.  November  1  estimates  were  1  percent 
above  a  month  earlier  for  corn  and  soybeans  and  2  percent  larger  for  grain  sor¬ 
ghums.  The  corn  forecast  of  3.3  billion  bushels  is  the  third  largest  on  record 
and  although  3  percent  smaller  than  last  year's  crop  exceeds  the  10-year  average 
by  7  percent.  Soybean  prospects,  reflecting  record  acreage  and  yields,  rose  to 
an  all-time  high  of  491  million  bushels.  This  was  8  percent  more  than  1936,  the 
previous  record,  and  81  percent  above  average.  Grain  sorghum  prospects  have  im¬ 
proved  each  month  during  the  1937  growing  season  and  climbed  to  an  estimated  327 
million  bushels  on  November  1.  This  is  a  new  record,  more  than  twice  last  year’s 
crop,  and  more  than  three  times  average.  With  the  large  corn  crop,  record  grain 
sorghum  output,  an  average  oats  crop  and  the  large  barley  crop,  total  feed  grain 
supplies  for  1937-38  are  estimated  at  a  record  of  nearly  140  million  tons--8  per¬ 
cent  more  than  1956  and  4  percent  above  1348  the  previous  record. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  purchase 
authorizations  to  Cambodia  on  November  6  for  $200,000  worth  of  wheat  flour  and  to 
Korea  on  November  8  for  $2,000,000  worth  of  barley. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  November  14  totaled 
7,328,420  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  91,041,769  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  381,760  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  11,970,150 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1957-58  IWA  program  totaled 
1,598,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  November  12.  This  brought  the  total  sales, 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season,  to  47.8  million  bushels  compared  with  43.3 
million  bushels  the  comparable  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved 
in  this  week’s  sales  were  Cuba,  West  Germany,  and  the  Philippines.  The  balance 
remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota  is  80.6  million  as  against  84.8  million  last 
year.

MOST  GRAINS  STRENGTHEN 


Most  cash  grain  markets,  except  wheat,  strengthened  during  the  week  ended 
November  21.  Advances  were  generally  the  result  of  adverse  weather  conditions 
which  delayed  harvesting. 


Winter  wheat  was  mostly  1-2^  per  bushel  lower  as  light  offerings  faced  sluggish 
demand  and  futures  prices  weakened.  Spring  wheat  held  steady  at  Minneapolis  in 
the  face  of  favorable  new-crop  conditions,  lack  of  export  trade  and  slow  flour 
trading.  Durum  wheat  prices,  however,  were  adjusted  upward  1-2^,  with  very 
good  demand  for  the  better  kinds.  White  wheat  was  unchanged  to  1ft  lower  at 
Portland  where  domestic  and  export  demand  were  moderate  and  country  selling 
dropped  off  slightly.  Rye  was  inactive  and  closed  unchanged  at  Minneapolis.

Corn  advanced  2-3 ft  per  bushel  at  most  markets,  but  slipped  1ft  at  Kansas  City. 
Strength  in  corn  was  due  largely  to  the  delay  in  harvesting,  anticipated  crop 
damage  by  the  snow  over  much  of  the  Corn  Belt,  and  some  improvement  in  demand. 
Primary  receipts  of  oats  increased  slightly  but  offerings  were  light  and  prices 
were  unchanged  to  2^  higher.  Barley  held  steady,  with  small  offerings  the 
major  stabilizing  influence.  Grain  sorghums  advanced  12-13^  per  cwt.  at  Kansas 
City  as  wet  weather  further  delayed  combining  and  caused  some  concern  over 
quality  and  yields.  Keen  demand  also  bolstered  cash  prices.  At  Ft.  Worth, 
however,  demand  was  light  as  buyers  awaited  the  outcome  of  the  harvest  and 
generally  limited  purchases  to  immediate  needs. 


Soybeans  went  up  5^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  3-5^  at  Minneapolis,  reflecting 
strength  in  oils,  good  demand,  delayed  harvesting  and  higher  futures  markets. 
Flaxseed  gained  Itf  at  Minneapolis,  but  buyers  were  not  too  aggressive  as  oil 
and  meals  were  not  moving  readily.

CANADIAN  CROP  PROSPECTS:  Production  of  most  Canadian  grain  crops  this  year 
will  be  below  last  year  on  the  basis  of  mid-October  indications,  according  to 
the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  Corn  and  soybean  crops  are  the  exceptions. 
Harvesting  of  all  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  crops  has  been  completed. 

Canada's  1957  wheat  crop,  now  estimated  at  373.5  million  bushels,  is  35  per¬ 
cent  under  last  year's  crop  of  573.1  million  and  23  percent  below  the  1947-56 
average  of  486.6  million.  Production  of  other  Canadian  grains  in  million 
bushels  for  1957  with  1956  data  in  parentheses  was  as  follows:  Oats  384.6 
(524.4);  barley  220.0  (269.1);  rye  8.5  (8.6);  flaxseed  20.0  (34*5);  corn 
29.6  (27.8);  and  soybeans  6.5  (5.3). 

WHEAT  PRICES:  Reflecting  prospects  of  a  slackened  export  demand  for  Pacific 
Northwest  wheat,  prices  at  Portland  dropped  more  since  April  than  wheat  prices 
at  any  of  the  mother  i  terminal;  market sJ  r  c  AtePortlandy  nNo .  Al  Soft  White  averaged 
$2.31  per  bushel  during  October  compared  with  an  average  of  $2.63  during  April. 
While  this  represents  a  drop  of  32^  per  bushel,  the  price  was  about  17^  above 
the  effective  support  price.  At  Kansas  City,  No.  2  Hard  Red  Winter  ordinary 
averaged  $2.11  during  October  compared  with  $2.30  in  April.  The  October  average  ( 
was  about  12-15^  below  the  effective  loan  rate.  At  Chicago,  No.  2  Soft  Red 
Winter  averaged  $2.15  during  October  compared  with  $2.23  in  April,  a  drop  of  8j4 
and  about  8-10^  below  the  effective  loan  rate.  At  Minneapolis,  No.  1  Dark 
Northern  Spring  ordinary,  averaged  $2.32  during  October  compared  with  $2.30 
during  April,  or  a  gain  of  2i  per  bushel.  The  October  average  was  3.5^  above 
the  effective  loan  rate. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with 
CCC  under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  November  21  totaled 
3,968,670  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  95,010,439  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  522,365 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1 
to  12,492,515  bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

BREAD  GRAINS  UP  -  FEED  GRAINS  AND  OILSEEDS  DOWN 


Cash  grain  markets  were  generally  higher  on  bread  grains  but  lower  on  feed 
grains  and  oilseeds  during  the  week  ended  November  27.  Trading,  as  a  whole, 
was  a  little  more  active  during  the  Thanksgiving  holiday-shortened  week. 

Winter  wheat  enjoyed  a  fairly  active  market  with  good  mill  demand  and  improved 
export  inquiry.  Prices  were  unchanged  to  4^  per  bushel  higher.  Spring  wheat, 
influenced  by  some  flour  business  and  more  active  export  demand,  gained  2 ^  and 
Durum  wheat  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  was  steady  to  1^  higher 
at  Portland  as  both  domestic  and  export  demand  picked  up.  Rye  advanced  3-4^  at 
Minneapolis,  reflecting  very  good  demand  for  light  offerings. 

Ample  supplies  of  feed  grains  faced  generally  slow  demand  and  prices  weakened. 
Corn  lost  l-5j^  per  bushel  due  largely  to  the  anticipated  increase  in  marketings 
following  improved  harvesting  conditions.  Oats  sold  unchanged  to  !</,  lower 
mainly  in  sympathy  with  the  loss  in  the  corn  market,  but  meager  marketings 
tended  to  check  any  further  weakness.  Barley  was  unchanged,  as  a  rule,  bolstered 
by  more  aggressive  competition  for  tight  supplies  of  good  quality  offerings. 

Grain  sorghum  prices  hit  the  skids  at  Kansas  City,  losing  13^  per  cwt.  in  antici¬ 
pation  of  a  surge  in  receipts  with  the  return  of  clear  weather.  At  Fort  Worth, 
on  the  other  hand,  prices  went  up  5^  as  harvest  lagged  due  to  wet  weather  and 
’’free"  supplies  became  tighter  with  more  milo  going  under  loan. 

Oilseeds  weakened,  reflecting  lower  futures  prices  and  softness  in  meal  and  oil 
markets.  Soybeans  were  unchanged  at  Chicago  and  steady  to  2^  per  bushel  lower 
at  Minneapolis.  Flaxseed  declined  1ft  at  Minneapolis. 
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PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with 
CCC  under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  November  28  totaled 
7,444,565  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  102,455,004  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  346,922  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  12,839,437 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 


COMMERCIAL  AREA  CORN  ACREAGE  ALLOTMENT:  An  allotment  of  38,818,381  acres  for 
the  1958  corn  crop  in  the  932-county  commercial  corn-producing  area  in  26  States 
was  announced  November  27.  The  1957  corn  acreage  allotment  was  37,288,889  acres 
in  the  894-county  and  24-State  commercial  area.  While  38  counties  have  been 
added  to  the  commercial  area  for  1958,  the  1957  area  as  a  whole  does  not  lose 
allotted  acreage  as  a  result  of  these  additions.  Corn  figures  used  in  the  legal 
formula  for  determining  the  corn  acreage  allotment  are  adjusted  upward  to  com¬ 
pensate  for  the  new  counties  added  to  the  commercial  area.  The  1958  allotment 
is  slightly  more  than  4  percent  larger  than  the  1957  allotment,  but  most  of  this 
increase  in  acreage  is  for  the  new  counties  in  the  1958  commercial  area.  As  a 
-result,  most  States'  share  of  the  allotment  is  little  changed  from  1957. 


ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  purchase 
authorization  to  Spain  on  November  29  for  $900,000  worth  of  barley.

GRAINS  STRENGTHEN  -  DEMAND  BROADENS 


Most  cash  grain  prices  strengthened  as  demand  improved  during  the  week  ended 
December  5. 

Winter  wheat  was  mostly  around  1-3^  per  bushel  higher  as  heavier  flour  bookings 
caused  mills  to  become  more  aggressive  buyers.  Spring  and  Durum  wheat,  however, 
faced  less  active  flour  mill  and  export  demand  and  prices  dropped  2-3^  at  Minne¬ 
apolis.  White  wheat  held  steady  at  Portland  as  export  demand  absorbed  increased 
country  marketings.  Rye  finished  unchanged  to  1ft  lower  in  quiet  trading  at 
Minneapolis. 


Corn  primary  receipts  increased  sharply,  reflecting  CCC  sales  for  export.  How¬ 
ever,  spot  offerings  decreased  and  demand  was  more  active.  As  a  result,  cash 
corn  prices  ranged  from  3-7^  per  bushel  higher.  Oats  sold  unchanged  to  1^  lower 
in  line  with  futures  markets,  but  limited  offerings  helped  check  the  decline. 
Barley  prices  were  unchanged  in  slow  trading,  with  both  demand  and  offerings 

limited.  Grain  sorghum  prices  jumped  12^  per  cwt.  at  Fort  Worth  where  demand 
improved  and  offerings  were  limited,  with  reports  of  heavy  loan  entries.  Sorghums 
went  up  3-4^  at  Kansas  City  where  demand  was  good  but  most  of  the  current  heavy 
receipts  were  applied  to  previous  contracts  or  going  into  storage. 


Soybeans  gained  mostly  !</,  per  bushel,  reflecting  strength  in  oil,  meal  and 
futures  markets,  limited  producer  selling  and  some  export  sales.  Flaxseed  ad¬ 
vanced  6^  at  Minneapolis,  influenced  by  reports  of  a  smaller  flax  crop  than  an¬ 
ticipated,  lighter  offerings  and  higher  meal  and  futures  prices.

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ARGENTINE  GRAIN  HARVEST:  Argentina's  harvest  of  small  grains  is  under  way, . with 
yields  reported  somewhat  below  normal.  Wheat  production,  forecast  at  225  million 
bushels,  is  well  below  the  261  million  last  year  but  is  still  above  the  216  mil¬ 
lion  1950-54  average.  Corn  is  reported  in  generally  good  to  excellent  condition 
despite  dry  conditions  and  cold  weather.  Planting  has  just  been  completed  and 
acreage  is  substantially  above  last  year's.  The  acreage  of  rye  to  be  harvested 
has  been  cut  somewhat,  as  sizable  acreages  have  been  diverted  to  pasture  because 

of  a  pasture  shortage. 

PAYMENT -IN -KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  December  5  totaled 
4,666,797  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  107,121,601  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  457,070  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  13,296,507 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1957-56  IWA  program  totaled 
1,976,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  December  3.  This  brought  the  total  sales, 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  52.7  million  bushels  compared  with  59.4 
million  bushels  the  comparable  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  in¬ 
volved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Ecuador,  Japan  and  West  Germany.  The  balance 
remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota  is  75.7  million  as  against  66.6  million  last 
year.

SORGHUMS  ADVANCE  -  OTHER  GRAINS  MIXED 


Cash  markets  for  grain  sorghums  advanced  sharply,  winter  wheat  and  flaxseed 
went  up  slightly,  but  prices  for  other  grains  were  mostly  lower  during  the  week 
ended  December  12. 


Winter  wheat  was  unchanged  to  3^  per  bushel  lower  at  Kansas  City,  but  prices 
were  1-3^  higher  at  other  markets,  reflecting  good  demand  and  anticipated  ex¬ 
port  orders.  Spring  wheat  was  mostly  unchanged  at  Minneapolis  as  the  weaken¬ 
ing  influence  of  dull  flour  business  was  offset  by  the  amount  of  wheat  going 
under  loan  and  tightening  of  "free"  wheat  supplies.  Durum  wheat  held  steady 
behind  fairly  good  demand.  White  wheat  lost  2-3^  at  Portland.  Export  bookings 
were  slim  and  demand  slackened,  while  offerings  increased  slightly  following 
recent  price  strength.  Rye  lost  2-3^  at  Minneapolis,  reflecting  slightly  larger 
offerings  and  weakness  in  most  other  grains. 


Corn  prices  dropped  1-4^  per  bushel.  Demand  was  good  despite  more  liberal 
selling  of  high  moisture  com  by  farmers.  Traders  were  a  little  concerned  over 
the  large  sorghum  crop  and  its  potential  competition  with  corn  in  feed  manufac¬ 
turing  outlets.  Oats  sold  unchanged  to  2 ^  lower,  influenced  by  the  drop  in  corn. 
Barley  ranged  from  steady  to  5^  lower  in  the  Midwest  but  was  unchanged  to  2^ 
higher  on  the  West  Coast.  Demand  was  light  in  the  face  of  limited  offerings. 
Grain  sorghum  prices  continued  to  rise,  jumping  14-15^  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City 
and  5^  at  Fort  Worth.  Harvesting  progressed  rapidly  as  weather  conditions  im¬ 
proved.  However,  reports  indicated  a  large  part  of  the  crop  went  into  loan 
and  keen  demand  readily  absorbed  light  cash  offerings. 


Soybean  prices  dropped  3^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  3-5j^  at  Minneapolis. 
Declining  oil  and  meal  markets  and  less  beans  under  support  than  a  year  ago 
were  weakening  factors  despite  the  fact  that  exports  so  far  this  year  have  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  comparable  period  last  year.  Flaxseed, on  the  other  hand,  advanced  3^ 
at  Minneapolis,  influenced  by  strength  in  Winnipeg  markets.  Receipts,  although 
heavier,  were  not  large  enough  to  discourage  buying.

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SALES  POLICY  FOR  1957-CROP  SOYBEANS:  The  sales  policy  for  1957-crop  soybeans 
taken  over  following  the  May  31,  1958  maturity  date  for  price-support  loans  and 
purchase  agreements  was  announced  December  11.  The  same  selling  policy  will  apply 
to  any  1956-crop  soybeans  remaining  in  CCC  inventory  after  May  31,  1958.  CCC- 
owned  soybeans,  either  1957-  or  1956-crop,  will  be  sold  for  domestic  crushing  or 
for  export  at  the  higher  of  domestic  market  price  or  1957  basic  loan  rates  at 
point  of  production  for  grade  No.  2  soybeans  plus  1.5^  a  bushel  carrying  charges 
for  each  month  or  part  of  month  beginning  June  1,  1958,  and  also  plus  "quality 
adjustment  factor."  Soybeans  will  be  sold  in  store  with  all  storage  and  handling 
charges  paid  to  date  of  purchase.  Quality  adjustment  factor,  to  be  announded 
prior  to  May  31,  1958,  will  be  based  on  the  average  of  premiums  and  discounts 
which  reflect  the  difference  between  grade  No.  2  soybeans  on  which  the  basic 
price-support  rate  is  established  and  higher  quality  soybeans  which  are  the  basis 
of  commercial  trading. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  milled  under  the  1957-58  IV/A  program  totaled 
3,190,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  December  10.  This  brought  the  total  sales 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  55.9  million  bushels  compared  with  60.4 
million  bushels  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved  in 
this  week's  sales  were  Cuba,  Japan  and  Venezuela.  The  balance  remaining  for 
sale  under  the  quota  is  72.5  million  bushels  as  against  67.6  million  last  year.

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MOST  GRAINS  LOWER  -  TRADING  LIGHT 

Most  cash  grain  markets  closed  lower  due  largely  to  the  bearish  influence  of 
final  1957  crop  production  estimates  during  the  week  ended  December  19.  Trading 
became  lighter  as  the  holiday  season  drew  near. 

Wheat  prices  dropped  as  the  December  forecast  was  raised  20  million  bushels  from 
the  previous  estimate.  Slow  flour  trade  and  lack  of  domestic  and  export  demand 
were  also  weakening  factors.  Winter  wheat  lost  2-4^  per  bushel.  Spring  wheat 
dropped  4^  hut  Durum  wheat  held  steady  on  moderately  light  receipts  at  Minne¬ 
apolis.  White  wheat  was  down  1-4^  at  Portland.  Rye,  influenced  by  the  lack  of 
export  demand  and  losses  in  wheat,  closed  4^  lower  at  Minneapolis. 

With  corn  crop  prospects  70  million  bushels  higher  than  a  month  earlier  and  more 
liberal  offerings  this  week,  cash  prices  sagged  3-6^  per  bushel  despite  an 
announcement  relaxing  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  price  support  requirements 
due  to  the  high  moisture  content  of  the  1957  crop.  Demand,  however,  was  fairly 
good.  Oats,  held  in  check  largely  by  good  demand  for  light  offerings  and  a  29- 
million  bushel  smaller  crop  forecast,  fluctuated  from  1^  higher  to  !</,  lower  but 
closed  mostly  unchanged.  Barley  was  generally  unchanged  to  2^  Ipwer  in  light 
trading,  with  demand  and  offerings  in  fairly  good  balance.  Grain  sorghums  en¬ 
joyed  very  good  demand  in  the  face  of  more  than  a  35 -million  bushel  increase  in 

11957  production  estimates.  However,  offerings  were  more  than  demand  could  ab¬ 
sorb  and  prices  went  down  3-4^  per  cwt.  at  Kansas  City  but  the  market  went  up 
2^  on  light  offerings  at  Fort  Worth. 

Although  the  December  soybean  forecast  was  more  than  11  million  bushels  below 
the  previous  month,  it  already  had  been  anticipated  by  the  trade.  As  a  result, 
cash  soybeans  were  off  only  2^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  1-2^  at  Minneapolis  due 
largely  to  weakness  in  oil  and  meal  markets.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  in  quiet 
trading  at  Minneapolis. 
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1957  CORN  PRICE  SUPPORT  REQUIREMENTS  RELAXED:  Corn  from  the  1957  crop  gracing 
No.  4  and  No.  5  because  of  damaged  kernels,  including  heat  damaged,  will  be  eli¬ 
gible  for  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  price-support  at  discount.  Existing  CCC 
maximum  moisture  requirements  for  corn  accepted  for  price-support  will  remain  in 
effect,  however.  Action  was  taken  because  of  late  harvest  in  most  of  the  Corn 
Belt  due  to  extremely  unfavorable  weather  conditions  and  because  much  of  the  corn 
already  harvested  contains  excessive  moisture — up  to  35  and  40  percent  in  some 
instances.  Present  indications  are  that  except  for  this  change  a  substantial 
part  of  this  year’s  corn  crop  would  not  qualify  for  price  support  because  even 
though  it  dries  naturally  in  the  field  or  is  mechanically  dried,  it  will  grade 
below  No.  3  on  total  damage  or  heat  damage  factors.  Discounts  on  grade  No.  4  and 
5  corn  which  will  be  accepted  for  price  support  are  in  line  with  those  generally  \ 
used  by  the  trade.  Their  use  in  the  1957  support  program  will  have  no  significant 
effect  on  the  national  support  average. 

WINTER  WHEAT  AND  RYE  PROSPECTS:  Total  seedings  of  winter  wheat  for  all  purposes 
this  fall  are  estimated  at  43.9  million  acres,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.  This  is  a  sixth  larger  than  last  year  but  a  fifth  less  than  the  1946-55 
average.  December  1  conditions  indicate  a  1958  winter  wheat  crop  of  906  million 
bushels.  This  would  be  the  fourth  largest  of  record,  28  percent  more  than  the 

1957  crop  and  5  percent  above  average.  The  crop  seeded  in  the  fall  of  1957 

is  the  fifth  consecutive  winter  wheat  crop  planted  under  acreage  allotments  and 
marketing  quotas  and  the  second  wheat  crop  planted  with  knowledge  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Soil  Bank  Acreage  Reserve  Program.  Participation  of  winter  wheat  in 
the  Acreage  Reserve  Program  was  sharply  below  the  previous  year  and  wheat  seedings 
in  the  fall  of  1957  returned  to  near  the  pre-Soil  Bank  levels.  Farmers  in  the 
United  States  committed  a  total  of  3.9  million  acres  to  the  Reserve  Program  with 
Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  reporting  2.4  million  acres  for 

1958  compared  with  8.3  million  acres  in  1957.  Practically  the  entire  winter  wheat 
producing  area  experienced  favorable  moisture  and  weather  conditions  that  enhanced 
seeding  operations,  produced  good  stands  and  generally  got  the  crop  off  to  an  ex¬ 
cellent  start.  Rye  acreage  sown  for  all  purposes  in  the  fall  of  1957  is  4,392,000 
acres — 1  percent  less  than  the  4,426,000  acres  in  the  fall  of  1956  but  a  sixth 
above  the  10-year  average  of  3,732,000  acres.  The  condition  of  rye  on  December  1, 
reported  at  92  percent,  is  14  points  above  last  December,  8  points  above  average 
and  is  equal  to  the  highest  condition  of  record  since  1915. 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  PRICE  SUPPORT  DEADLINE  EXTENDED:  The  deadline  date  for  taking  out 
price  support  loans  and  purchase  agreements  on  1957-crop  grain  sorghums  has  been 
extended  one  month  -  through  February  28,  1958  -  to  give  producers  more  time  to 
find  storage  and  to  dry  the  grain  sufficiently  to  make  it  eligible  for  price  sup¬ 
port.  The  abnormally  high  moisture  content  of  this  year’s  grain  sorghum  produc¬ 
tion  makes  much  of  it  currently  ineligible  for  price  support.  Extension  of  the 
deadline  will  give  producers  another  month  to  dry  their  grain  sorghums  enough  to 
meet  the  maximum  13  percent  moisture  requirement  under  price  support. 

PAYMENT- IN -KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with  CCC 
under  the  Payment -in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  December  19  totaled 
6,559,539  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  118,604,840  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  276,825  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  15,247,169 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent.

GRAIN  MARKETS  MIXED  -  TRADING  DULL 

Cash  grain  markets  showed  a  mixed  price  trend  during  the  holiday-shortened  week 
ended  December  26.  Trading  was  seasonally  dull. 


Winter  wheat  generally  advanced  1-2^  per  bushel,  bolstered  by  good  domestic 
demand,  increased  export  interest  and  light  offerings.  Spring  wheat  was  steady 
to  1^  lower  and  Durum  wheat  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  with  small  shipments 
from  the  country  and  a  lack  of  large  scale  buying.  White  wheat  was  unchanged  to 
1^  higher  at  Portland,  reflecting  improved  export  demand.  Rye  lost  2j^  in  the 
face  of  lighter  arrivals  at  Minneapolis. 


Feed  grains  were  still  under  pressure  of  the  weakening  influence  of  large  crop 
prospects.  Corn  closed  mainly  unchanged  to  2^  per  bushel  lower  as  fairly  good 
demand  was  offset  by  substantial  receipts,  shrinking  storage  space  and  conges¬ 
tion  of  drying  facilities.  Oats  also  finished  unchanged  to  2i  lower  due  largely 
to  a  lack  of  any  supporting  interest.  Very  light  offerings  of  barley  were  read¬ 
ily  absorbed  and  prices  were  unchanged.  Reduced  offerings  of  grain  sorghums 
found  very  good  demand  with  the  cash  market  2fk  per  cwt.  higher  at  Fort  Worth  but 
1ft  higher  to  1^  lower  at  Kansas  City. 

Soybeans  lost  around  2-3^  per  bushel  due  largely  to  the  closing  of  the  lake 
shipping  season  and  the  lack  of  export  interest.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  in 
quiet  trading  at  Minneapolis. 

PAYMENT-IN-KIND  SALES:  Commercial  sales  of  wheat  for  export  registered  with 
CCC  under  the  Payment-in-Kind  program  during  the  week  ended  December  26  totaled 
4,658,546  bushels,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1,  1957  to  123,263,386  bushels. 
Commercial  sales  of  non-IWA  flour  for  export  under  GR-346  totaled  489,725  bushels 
in  grain  equivalent  during  the  week,  bringing  the  total  since  July  1  to  15,736,894 
bushels  in  grain  equivalent.
